THE DUMA AND THE JEWS. 


THE report we are enabled to publish in our Abroad Column 
this week of the debate which recently took place in the Duma, is 
somewhat belated. In the circumstances ‘the delay has been 
necessarily unavoidable, but the report will be read with no 
diminished interest on that account. Indeed, the record is some- 
thing more than news. It is an historic document to which, in years 
hence, those who would trace the manumission of our people in 
Kussia, which though it tarry will surely come, will be compelled to 
turn. Ihe debate indeed marks an epoch when, before all the world, 
at the very moment that Russia is suffering what a picturesque 
writer the other day described as her agony and bloody sweat, 
the representatives of the Russian people in Duma assembled 
rose to protest not alone that Jews, fellow subjects, had been 
treated exceptionally and with cruelty and inconsiderateness, 
but—infinitely more, important—that the base charge of espionage 
and treason levelled against the Jews generally which was the 
alleged justification for that treatment, was a groundless slander, a 
concocted myth as wicked and as baseless as any of the foul 
lies that have at any time been forged for the undoing of our 
people. his was the estimate of the charge against our Russian 
brethren formed by us in commenting in our issue of July 23rd upon 
the article (in the same issue) in which our contributor ““ MENTOR ”’ 
dealt with the “evacuation” of our people from the Eastern war 
zones. Incidentally it is worth noting that the report of the 
Duma debate shows that the facts and the conditions which our 
contributor narrated, far from being in any way exaggerated or 
coloured, were in fact presented with moderation. And it is further 
worth noting that with one exception those who in the Duma 
denounced both the treatment to which our people have been subjected 
and the baseless libel upon which it’ was founded were non-Jewish 
deputies. The exception was M. FREEDMAN, and his burning words 
of indignation and resentment will find their sure echo in the hearts 
of all his brethren everywhere throughout the world. 


SOME LESSONS. 


THE speeches, which were delivered in the course of the 
Duma debate, will, so to say, speak for themselves. Its searching 
significance will, employing the French expfession, leap to the eyes. 
Yet there are some lessons that it is well to point out. Apart from the 
fact that the protests, made against the cruel charges levelled against 
the Jews as a body, must in any case cast the very gravest doubt upon 
the justice of those allegations, there is striking proof that’ the 
Russian democracy, as represented in the Duma, ranges itself uncom- 
promisingly on the side of Jewish freedom and is opposed to the 
policy that has resulted in Jewish oppression. This means -that the 
real Kussian—a denomination callously and impudently applied to 
an organisation for which Russia is largely indebted to German 
influence—when he has the opportunity will show how little the 
policy of oppression for the Jews has been in accord with his senti- 
ments. In another column we reprint from the Jewish World 
some observations on this point that are particularly apt, and which 
tend still further to corroborate the contention we have all along 
held; that the wrongs of our people in Russia will disappear with 
the victory over Germany of the Allies. Not because Germany 
treats her Jewish subjects so badly, mor because of the persecuting 
nature of the German people—although in this respect the fact that 
Germany is the cradle of anti-Semitism cannot be _ ignored. 
It is because the traditional policy of Germany has been to 
influence Kussia, to exert influence within the MRussian 
Empire, and thereby to keep the Russian Government retrograde 
and weak by discontent and discord among her “various 
populations. In the case of the Jews this malign influence 
has been actively employed, as everyone knows, to induce the 
Russian Government to repress and persecutethem. It is significant 
that the Duma debate, with its manifestation of liberal sentiment 
towards Jews, took place just at the time when the Russian Army 
had suffered severe repulse at the hand of Germany. This is 
further confirmation of what we all along have said as to the true 
source of Russo-Jewish trouble. Because it means that the adminis- 
tration in Russia which has for long and so largely been Teutonic in 
sympathy and ideal was discounted, and real Russian sentiment in 
consequence was able toassertitself. The whole of the terrible story 
revealed by the Duma debate, forming as it does a grim comment on 
the conditions under which our people in Russia live, will nerve every 
effort to free Russia from her evil genius by releasing Europe from 


the German menace. In that freeing of Russia lies, we have | 


no manner of doubt, the best hope for the future of our people 
in the land of the TSAR, | 
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A RAY-+OF HOPE. 
THE news from Russia, so far as concerns the future of our 
people in the land of the TSAR, seems to give some ground for hope. 
It is reported that certain ‘“ Evacuation” decrees against Jews have 
been cancelled, and that the MINISTER OF THE INTERIOK has been 
careful to explain to a deputation that these decrees, like the 
suppression of Jewish newspapers, had been effected without the 
knowledge of the Ministry. More important, however, is the news 
that it has been decided to allow Jews to inhabit any of the towns 
in Russia (except Petrograd and Moscow) without the limitations and 
restrictions that have hitherto beenin force. At the moment we have 
little more substantial than what we are told in the short press tele- 
grams that have reached this country. It is not possible from the 
information thus given to estimate the exact value of the concession, 
which we are informed has received Imperial sanction, and we note that 
according to the latest news, in addition to Petrograd and Moscow 
towns in the war zone are excluded. But any concession, however 
slight, may be regarded as no uncertain indication of the trend which, 
public opinion in Russia is now taking. To be sure the Government 
may have found itself forced to relax very considerably the lale restric- 
tions because so much of the Pale of Settlement is in German hands, 
and hence the confines of Russian territory in which, under the May 
laws, Jews may reside, have become so shrunken. Je that as tt 
may, if the reports prove true, it is possible we shall now see the 
beginnings of a breaking down of the Pale of Settlement which 
would relieve our people in Russia of its most grievous and burden- 
some disabilities. The statements that this revocation of restriction 
of residence is to be only for the period of the war and that itis 
subject to a consideration of the whole question are in reality in 
themselves no very serious limitations. In practical working it will 
be found that if once the walls of the Pale are breached, that wi! be 
the prelude to their being thrown down and they will not be repaired 
at the end of aconflict in which Russia is taking a brave and valiant 
part on the side which stands before the world for freedom, liberty, 
and the rights of small nationalities. For:one -thing the end of the 
war will see the elimination from Russia of German influence, and 
with it, as we have pointed out above, the chief element that has 
made for retrogression and repression in the TSAR’S dominions will be 
removed. Thesuccesses that have fallen to German arms during the 
last few weeks, though as is only to be expected they may delay, will 
not, we are convinced, prevent the freeing of Russia in the long run. 
ANOTHER JEWISH 

THE highest British honour for bravery in the. field has 
again been conferred upon a Jewish soldier. Happily, unlike his 
predecessor among our people whose name is inscribed on the 
justly coveted roll of glory, young Issy SMiTH, although suffering 
from the effects of gas-poisoning, is alive, and is thus able to bear 
the distinction he will proudly wear upon his breast, an incentive to 
further service for his country and an encouragement to his comrades. 
This gallant young soldier has a further proud record. He is the 
first-English Jew who has had conferred upon him by the TSAR for 
bravery the Order of St. George, an honour which he shares with a 
comrade, Pte. DAVID WoLFE. We should not be surprised if it 
were found that both these fine young fellows of .whom we are so 
proud can trace their origin to Russia. This surely gives much 
scope for the imagination! If this war does nothing else, it has 
killed, let us hope for ever, any doubt that existed as to the capacity 
of the Jew for valour and bravery; it has slain the absurd notion 
that as a race we are decadent and pusillanimous, and it has shown 
to the world that the Jew, without idealising war and the cruelty and 
misery inseparable from it, can yet hold his own in intrepidity and 
courage as warrior in the cause of the country of which he is proud 
to be a citizen. Our hearty congratulations to Issy SMITH, V.C. 
His name and the memory of the deed which has made it 
distinguished will long be cherished by Anglo-Jewry. 

THe “ ZION MULEs.” | | 
IN this connection we desire to say a word about that specifically 
Jewish Corps now working in the Dardanelles, and about which we 
had the pleasure last week of recording the opinion of Sir IAN 
HAMILTON and Colonel PATTERSON, the Commander of the Corps. 
“The “ion Mule Corps is invaluable " is the testimony of the latter, 
and the former, who confirms Colonef PATTERSON in a letter we 
publish this week, has expressed his earnest desire to keep the Corps 
up to full strength, and is asking for more men as recruits for this 
body. They ought to be quickly forthcoming. The Corps has 
vindicated not only the honour of the Jewish soldier—that has been 
proved on countless battlefields in the present campaign—but the 
courage and the moral of a Jewish battalion as such. Two of the 
men have won the coveted “ D.C.M.” for distinguished conduct tn the 
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field, and the Corps generally has done remarkably well, earning the 
admiration of every Commander it has served under. Here is a rare 
opportunity for coreligionists who would serve their king and 
country. It is not often that they have an opportunty of doing duty 
under a leader of the character of Colonal PATTERSON, © the soul of 
chivalry and gentleness,” as Mr. ZANGWILL says of him. In days to 
come it will be a joy and a pride for young Jews to be able to say, ta 
fought in the Zion Corps and struck a blow for Judaism because our 
cause was the cause of civilisation.” 

PAUL EHRLICH. 

THE position universally accorded to PAUL EHRLICH in the 
profession he adorned placed him as one of the foremost men of 
science in modern times. As such he was one of the great Jews— 
indeed, he was among the greatest—whom the nineteenth century 
produced. The activity by which he won, so deservedly, name and 
fame which will long endure was one that accorded both with the 
best ideals of his race and with the special ability that his race has 
manifested. The healing art has always attracted our people with 
their devotion to life and health; and medical research, in which he 
excelled, has always proved to be a field peculiarly fitted for their 
special talent. Thus EHRLICH, though the most distinguished, is 
by no means the only Jew whose discoveries in serum-therapy 
have conferred incalculable benefits upon mankind, benefits which 
must themselves make for the good of the human race in an ever- 
widening area. The patience and assiduity with which EHRLICH 
pursued his researches, “seeking for hidden theories ” (as was once 
said of him) to illustrate the slender material he had upon which to 
base his discoveries, were almost epic. His death, in harness, 
while engaged working in his laboratory, was characteristic of his life 
which he sanctified to his profession. It is astonishing to think that 
aman with the record. of EHRLICH should be the victim of petty 
malignity and puerile prejudice. His attainments for humanity, how- 
ever notwithstanding, the German people felt itself impelled to honour 
the more their devotion to anti-Semitism, and because EHRLICH 
was a Jew who refused baptism into the dominant faith, he was 
barred from University positions and the honours of his Sovereign, 
to which he was more than amply entitled. And the anti-Semitism 
manifested against EHRLICH, it is well to bear in mind, was typical 
of much that is German. It is this same spirit taking to itself a 
different form in the region of politics that has impelled Germany 
to bathe Europe in blood—the spirit which, please Heaven, the 
forces of freedom and justice will vanquish. The strength of its 
malevolence can be gauged by its refusal to spare even such a man 
as LHRLICH. 

PALESTINE IN WAR TIME. 


THE interview we publish elsewhere in this issue with Miss 
ANNIE LANDAU, the headmistress of the LE: velina School at Jerusalem, 
will be read with the greatest interest. The personal experiences 
which Miss LANDAU narrates, savouring in parts as they do of some- 
thing touching the romantic, will not be missed; but attention will 
be particularly directed to what she has to tell us of the effect of the 
war upom the land which is the centre of Jewish hopes and aspira- 
tious. Happily the school for which Miss LANDAU is responsible 
appears to be going on despite all that has happened in Jerusalem 
during the last few months. But for the rest Miss LANDAU has to 
tell only of destruction and desolation. The Jewish colonies built up 
with loving devotion, watered with tears of joy during the last half 
century, are ruined, and only victory of the allies and the control of 
Palestine by England or France, so Miss LANDAU believes, can 
give us hope of their being re-established and revived. The same 
miserable fate has fallen upon other Jewish industries in the land; 
the work of the Anglo-Palestine Co., which has so frequently been 
commended by Consular representatives in the country, has been 
blasted by the tornado of strife. Zionist activity, by which the 
land was being turned. from a desert to a smiling garden, has fallen 
under suspicion bred of war, and those whose fondest wish has been 
to redeem Palestine are marked down as its enemies. It is all sad 
beyond words—and yet !—and yet the Land of Promise suffered the 
deep sear of the Roman plough and survived the ordeal. It survived 
it because the love for the land did not fade from the hearts of the 
Jewish people. That love has by no means faded now: nay, the tribu- 
lation which has fallen upon the land has endeared it to us the more; we 
feel towards it theendearment of mutual sorrow in the sad and terrible 
trials through which Jewry, like Jewry'’s home, is passing and has 
passed during this last year. With that immortal, never-dying spirit 
eternally at its service, Palestine is as unconquerable by fate as is the 
Jewish people, who bring to her as a constant fructifying stream the 
love of their very souls. These are, to be sure, times of pro- 

found anxiety for our land as for our People, but-Zion will not perish :

ANOTHER JEWISH V.C. 
RESCUING THE WOUNDED. 


Among those to whom His Majesty has been pleased to award the 
Victoria Cross for conspicuous deeds of bravery on the field of battle is 
a Jewish soldier, 

ACTING CORPL. ISSY SMITH, 
Ist Batt. the Manchester Regt. 
The award is made to him:— 


For most conspicuous bravery on 26th April, 1915, near Ypres, when he left 
his company on his own initiative and went well forward towards the enemy's 
position to assist a severely wounded man, whom he carried a distance of 250 
yards into safety, whilst exposed the whole time to heavy machine-gun and 
rifle fire. Subsequently Corpl. Smith displayed great gallantry, when the 
casualties were very heavy, in voluntarily assisting to bring in many more 
wounded men throughout the day, and attending to them with the greatest 
devotion to duty regardless of personal risk. 

Corporal Smith (Israel Schmulovitch) has been in a Dublin hospital since 
August 8th suffering from gas poisoning. Several coreligionists visited him at the 
hospital on TuesJay morning, and he was féted. . Corporal Smith is twenty-eight 
years of age, and has given eleven years’ service, having joined at St, George's 
Barracks, London, in 1903. He has been in Africa and [ndia, and went to the 
front last September with the Indian contingent. It has been arranged to hold 
a public Jewish fiction in Dublin, at which he will be presented with a purse of 
gold. 

Interviewed on Tuesday, Corpl. Smith said that he could not understand so 
much fuss being made about one man, because every soldier in the British Army 
was a hero. 

Describing the events of April 26th, on which date he won the V.C_, he said: 
“At about 11 o'clock in the morning we halted in a field for rest. Shells were 
rained on us from a German aeroplane.. We got the ordersto run for cover at 
once and leave everything behind us. When we went to look for cover I 
suddenly remembered that I had left my cigarettes behind. I went back to get 
them, and I had gone a short distance when a Jack Johnson dropped among my 


platoon and killed or wounded about fourteen. Later on in a charge 
our Commander was hit, and I at once got my field dressing out 
and bandanged him. I carried him to the first-aid post. On my way

If this 
be so it is satisfactory at least from one point of view, and it 
goes to prove how intimately the terrible disaster that has fallen upon 
the Jews of Russia and Poland is felt by those who know by per- 
sonal experience something of the conditions from which they have but 
recently escaped. We hope, however, if there has been any slack- 
ness on the part of our wealthier brethren in responding to the appea!, 
that it will be quickly remedied. The distress in Eastern Europe is 
colossal, and, frankly, we are appalled to think that no more than 
£22,000—a mere drop in the ocean—has been collected in this 
country. We thust do very much better—that is, if we would do our | 
sheer duty.

Jewish Inconsistency. 


with the litenesses and pettinesses that occupy 


T was a far-sighted man of affairs who exclaimed: “ Tell me all the 
nonsense that people talk, for how else shall I learn wisdom?” The 
recollection of this saying and its implied monition has induced 
the present writer to make public the following observations with 

which he has been favoured :— ’ 

A characteristic of Jews is that they do not suffer fools gladly, 
and another that they regard folly as the man did orthodoxy who 
declared that his doxy was orthodoxy and everyone else's was 
heterodoxy. That with which we agree we recognise as wisdom, that 
with which we do not we summarily dismiss as folly. Who, though, 
shall cavil at a peculiar people for possessing peculiarities? If we 
had not those we enjoy, and we do enjoy them, we would have 
others which it is possible might be less amiable. No Jew will deny 
this. It is our fourteenth creed to which even the most careless 
among us cling, even, indeed, when they and the other thirteen are 
as distantly connected as a tenth cousin four times removed 
who all his life has been a poor shlemicl. To win over 
Jews by argument or the sweet reasonableness .of discussion 
is a feat compared with which Joshua's round the walls of 
Jericho was child’s play, although a capacity for blowing our trumpets 
has come down to us undiriinished from of yore. But this foible of 
ours does not, as might be supposed, rest on the good opinion we have 
of our own opinions. If it did we should be but sharing a common 
peculiarity of mankind or at most fostering a variant peculiar to our- 
selves. We have not, however, a “ good conceit” to account entirely 
forour characteristic, If we had, our opinions would show their strength 
by blossoming much more frequently into action than they do. We 
have held our own opinions asa people tenaciously for two thousand 
years, and we have accomplished the glorious task of maintaining 


ourselves in a constantly doubtful being. And, many a time in eacf | 


of those two thousand years, so proud are we of our accomplishment 
that we have blessed the Almighty, really all the while meaning to 
praise ourselves, because we have kept alive and thus been preserved 
" to enjoy this season.” 

Our enemies say of us that we are “aloof.” When we counter 
this estimate of theirs by showing how as assimilants in every 
age and every clime there are none to compete with us, they begin 
to see there must be something faulty in their diagnosis of our 
psychology. ” Aloof”! Look at the little Yiddickin ten days after 
he has passed through Ellis Island, or his brother a fortnight after 
he has managed to shuffle through the Aliens Act (when in operation). 
The one will be gabbling Yiddish with atwang you could not cut with 
a razor, and the other will be humming “ Tipperary ” as dolefully as if 
it were a piece of Selichoth Chazanuth. A year after, the Stars 
and Stripes in one case and the Union Jack in the other are part of 
their respective wardrobes. I recollect explaining all this with 
profuse illustrations to a friend of mime who had said something 
about the Jew’s “aloofness.” He thought a moment, and exclaimed, 
“Yet you people are aloof, so I can only account for the incon- 
sistency in you by your being a peculiar people.” I agreed with 
him, and of course therefore thought him ever so wise. 

Why not? Is it not natural that a peculiar people should be 
inconsistent and that an inconsistent people should be peculiar ? 
Whether we are peculiar because we are inconsistent or inconsistent 
because wé are peculiar, we will begin to discuss when a definite 
decision has been arrived at as to whether the chicken or the egg 
got there first. But that we are an inconsistent folk, perhaps 
the inconsistent folk par cxcellence, a moment's demonstra- 
tion will prove. We are a religious people, that is to say, a 
people of religion. In that is the one reason for our existence, 
except maybe the more potent reason that we have got to exist. Yet 
we are not a religious people. We are religiously irreligious or 
irreligiously religious whichever way you care to have it. We are 
clever individually; that is proved by the success in life in almost 
every walk that Jews attain. Yet, as a people we are—we must be 
—very, very stupid to be in the pass we are at the end of two 
thousand years, still constantly throwing up the sponge and as 
constantly catching it again. That operation, eternally repeated 
by us, is proof, too, of our inconsistency; for we are as faithful 
as we are faithless, as tenacious as we are listless. We are as 
bravely timid as we are timidly brave, just as we dream practi- 
calities and yet are impracticable dreamers. We cry out that we 
are an oppressed people. Is there, however, any oppression from 
which we suffer so burdensome and so harassing as that which we 
inflicf upon ourselves? What oppression could be more grievous to 
bear than the mountain of our own errors and shortcomings we 


Dr. Johnson satirised the poet who 


“ He who rules o'er friem:1 should 
himself be free,” by saying that it was as sensible 
to assert that “ He who drives fat oxcn should 
himself be fat.”” Hf the poet had put his line, 


They who yearn for freedom should themselves 
be free,” he would have set down an unassaila- 
ble proposition.

And this brings me back to our attitude to the opinions of others 
and to the most remarkable peculiarity of an inconsistent people, if 
not the most glaring inconsistency of a peculiar folk. Our attitude 
to the opinion of others is determined only by the fact that those 
opinions are others’ and not our own and not in the least because 
we believe our own very much the better. Here I submit we have 
the key to much of the inconsistency and a great deal of the 
peculiarity which are ours, to some of our history, fo no little of our 
present position, and, what is more important, the key to the future 


which we view with a curious

IMPORTANT SPEECHES. 


REPUDIATION OF ESPIONAGE CHARGES. 
In the course of the recent general debates in the Duma the 
Jewish position in Russia was referred to by various speakers. The dis- 


cussion on Jews was initiated chiefly by the remarks of the Premier, M. 
Goremykin, who announced that it was the intention of the Government to 
give autonomy to the Poles who have displayed their loyalty to the Russian 
cause. By mentioning the devotion of the Poles, the Premier continued, 
he did not mean that the other nationalities in the great Empire had been 
otherwise than loyal, and in recognition of that devotion he could assure 
them of the goodwill and benevolent attitude which would characterise the 
internal policy of the Government. 

M. MArKorr, the well-known anti-Semite, who was the first to broach 
the subject of Jews, declared that the wholesale expulsion of Jews from 
the war zones was justified, and the Government ought to take further 
precautions to isolate the Jews so that they might not influence the rest of 
the population with those evils for which they had been exiled from the 
war zones.

M. FREEDMAN’S SPEECH. 

M. FREEDMAN, the Jewish Deputy, spoke as follows: Notwith- 
standing the difficulty of their position, in spite of their being 
deprived of rights, the Jews have risen high in performing their duties as 
citizens, and have in the past year of war played a remarkable part. In 
nothing have they been behind with the rest of thepopulation. They mobilised 
all their available manhood, with the only difference that, unlike the others, 
they sent also their only sons to the front. A considerable number of 
Jewish volunteers were re¢orded in the papers at the beginning of the war. 
They were volunteers, that were entitled by their educational accomplish- 
ments to the rank of officer; they knew that being Jews they would not 
attain that rank, and none the less they went to the war. The Jewish 
youth who, owing to the educational restrictions, had to go to strange lands 
for their education, returned to their native country on the declaration of 
war, or joined the Allied forces. The number of Russo- Jewish 
students that died in defence of Lidge and other places on the Western 
front was indeed not small. In Turkey, the Zionist youth were, when 
Turkey joined our enemies, in a dilemma whether they should embrate 
Turkish citizenship or be expelled from Palestine. They chose the latter, 
and, as Russians, joined the Britssh Army in Egypt. The Jews 
have built hospitals, have materially contributed beyond their 
powers, and they have shared in every undertaking with their fellow- 
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Jews have~ also distinguished themselves in the 
I have a letter before me by a Jéw who emigrated to the States, 
‘I risked my life ’—he writes—“in my journey to Archangel. I did it 
because I loved my native country more than life and than the freedom |

Tell the 
gentlemen on the Right benches that I do not bewail the loss of my arm, 
but J mourn the loss of human dignity which I had enjoyed in the foreign 
country.” 


M. Freedman pictured the mood and frame of mind of the Jews at the 
beginning of the war, and continued: It appeared that it was difficult not 
to take account of such frame of mind, it seemed that the Government 
would take measures to diminish the hatdships of Jews who happened to be 
in the war zone; it seemed impossible not to consider the feelings of the 
hundreds of thousands of Jews who were shedding their blood on the 
battlefield. We see, however, that the oppression of the jewish population 
since the beginning ot the war has, instead of becoming milder, grown in 


its intensity. Jews and Jewesses whose husbands, children, 
and brothers have shed their blood for their Fatherland have been 
expelled. A _ soldier, Alexander Rojkov, who was wounded in the 


eye, came to Charkofi for treatment, but on his passport was marked, “to 
leave.”’ Private Godlevesky, whose leg was amputated and who was receiving 
treatment at: Rostoff, was about to be expelled to his native town in the 
province of Kalisch, which was already occupied by the Germans. Thanks 
only to the great efforts of the Russian Towns’ Union was he permitted 
to remain. An apothecary’s assistant wounded in the war was refused the 
right to remain in Petrograd for treatment, and after special intervention he 
obtained permission to remain only two months longer. 

You will agree that sich a state of affairsis a disgrace. True. a circular 
was issued from the Ministry-of the Interior to the effect that the families of 
those on active service might remain in the places where they live. But this 
rcular did not touch the fundamental question of the wounded themseives. 


and the very issue of the ‘circular is most characteristic of the methods : f 
o r legislation. I must emphasise too the attitude towards the Jewisii 
p™ Only the other day an order was issued suspending the entire 
Jewish pr with the result that the Jewish masses have been robbed of 
the possibility of obtaining any information about thé happenings of the 
world. 

(Here there was an interruption from the Right: “Let them read 
Russian) 

MI. Freedman: There are many Jews who are unabie to read 
Russian. Have you permitted them to educate themselves? Take, 


for instance, the policy of the Minister of Education. It is perfectly well 
known that to enter an educational institution it has been necessary for a 
Jew to gain‘either the highest honours in examination or a lucky chance in 
the “lots.” But now a Jew must have either a father killed or a brother 
wounded in order to gain that privilege. 

We heard yesterday from the head of the Government that 
justice must be conceded to Poland, while the other nationalities that are 
sacrificing their lives on the battlefield were merely promised benevolent 
goodwill; and what a benevolent attitude on the part of the police is we all 
know. There were many complimentary speeches uttered in the Duma 
which is, of course, just and proper. But it should be remembered that the 
blood of other nationalities flows on Polish soil as well as. other places, aud 
that Jewish blood flows unfortunately not only at the hands of the enemy. 
There has been a forced general movement of the Jewish masses. jews 
have been driven from one country to another, even the so-called Pale of 
Settlement is broken through. Jews in their thousands are sent to the | 
provinces of Tamboff, Vornesz, and Siberia. Yet the Duma still finds it 
inopportune to give the unfortunate suffering people freedom of move- 
ment, and confines them to areas which, through the war, have been terribly 
restricted. 

Thus we see that everything in connection with the Jewish question 
remains as before: Nay, it is even accentuated. That is obvious from the 
various measures recently imposed by the Government. In every pro- 
tracted war the chances of success and failure alternate, and the truth is 
that in the event of the latter it was desirable to have a scapegoat, and for 
that purpose an old established scapegoat was in existence—the Jew. The 
enemy had scarcely crossed the frontiers when rumours were circulated 
that Jewish gold had been transmitted to the Germans by means of aero- 
planes, coffins, or even the intestines of geese. When the enemy progressed 
the legendary Jew invariably appeared—probably on a white horse—very 
likely the same one that passed from town to town to incite pogroms, 
Jews, it was alleged, had telephone installations, destroyed telegraphs— 
and such fables, and fables like them, grew and spread, with the aid of the 
authorities and by agitation among officials, till they had assumed terrible 
dimensions. Unprecedented measures were applied to the Jews, measures 
unknown in the history of mankind by reason of their cruelty. These 
enforced measures left upon the Russian people and the army the impres- 
sion that the Government regarded the Jewish population as enemies, who 
might consequently be treated as outlaws. 

The new measures took first the form of expulsions on an enormous 
scale from Poland and elsewhere. About a half-a-million of Jews had been 
brought down to a state of beggary. Any one who has seen how the expulsions 
were carried out will never forget it. They were effected at the short notice 
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of sometimes less than a day or seldom more than two. Women, aged 
men, children, and even invalids, were all expelled. Jewish lunatics were 
released. from the asylums and huddled together with the other Jews. 
In Mogilnitz, 5,000 men were sent out within twenty-four hours.. Their 
path on the way to Warsaw lay through Kalvaria, but they were not 
permitted to take that direction, and they had to go through roundabout 
by-ways via Lublin; nor were they permitted to take even a few of their 
belongings with them. Many had to go on foot. On reaching Lublin, a 
Jewish Relief Committee awaited them with provisions, but they were not 
allowed to stop and had tocontinue their journey. On the way an accident 
occurred. A child of six years was killed, but permission to bury the chiid 
was refused. I have seen the expelled Jews from the Kovno province. 
Within one day the most affluent were reduced to beggary. I saw among 
them prominent Jewish ladies who but a little while before were engaged in 
philanthropic works side by side with Russian ladies—these were now lying at 
the sidings by the railway lines. Isaw among the expelled families reservists 
and wounded soldiers who bore the St. George Order. It is said that when 
Jewish soldiers on the march passed certain towns in Poland they recognised 
their families that had been expelled. The Jews were sent in goods trains, 
packed just as cattle are in the regular way of consignment—the consignment 
order being * 450 Jews to that or the other destination.” In many instances 
these " Jewconsignments” were not accepted by the Governors of the provinces 
whither they had been sent. I was myself in Vilna when a whole train-load 
of Jewish refugees was stationed at the junction of Novo Vilesh for four 
whole days. This loaded train consisted of the Jews that were sent from 
the .Kovno province to that of Poltava, but as the Governor of the latter 
refused to admit them, they were sent back to Kovno, whence they were 
once more conveyedto Poltava. Think of that-and recollect—it is worth 
while recalling--—this was at a time when all waggons were urgently needed 
for military purposes, when complaints.were loud as to inefficient means 
of communication—at such atime 110 waggons packed with Jews remained 
unavailable for four days. 

Another measure against the Jews was the taking of Jewish hostages 
—an action unparalleled in the history of civilised countries. Hostages 
weretakengot fromthe enemy butfrom Russia’sown people, fromthe country’s 
own subjects. Such hostages~were taken from Radom, Kieltz, Lomza, 
Kovno, Riga, Lublin, etc. And even at the present day there are still 
many Jewish hostages in the prisons at Poltava and Radom. 


The Jewish population of Kovno were offered permission to return to 
their homes provided they would voluntarily produce hostages. As Deputy 
for the Kovno province I sent a letter to the President of the Ministers’ 
Council painting out that the Jewish population of the Kovno province 
would rather choose expulsion, even death by starvation, than satisfy such 
demands which would humiliate its Jewish national honour, and it added that 
the Jews would fulfil their duty to their country to the very end, that no expul- 
sions would seduce them from the path of honesty. It was a senseless 
insult—I wrote—to obtain permission for returning under conditions so dis- 
honourable, (Applause). But I received no answer to my letter.. In due 
course other prohibitions followed; Jews were prohibited to stay on the 
Finnish coast. Not merely the Polish Jews but all Jews were regarded as 
suspects. Nor was that all; there were worse things. There were cases of 
pogroms, plunder, and violation of women. I will not now giveisolatedfacts. | 
will produce documents at a sitting to be held with closed doors. I have, for 
example, a proclamaton from the Commandant in which itis affirmed that the 
Jewish population in Lublin behaved beyond reproach, obeyed all directions 
of the authorities and have throughout shown themselves loyal and 
devoted. The testimonial was given to the President of Jewish community 
to present to the Fiekt Commandant in order to procure his assistance in 
the event of outbreaks against Jews, In order to obtain common citizen 
protection from assaults, the Jews had to procure a testimonial about 
their loyalty! Such wasthe situation. It can from this be imagined what 
was the plight of the Jews in those places where certificates of loyalty 
were not given. If the leader of the Opposition thinks that the position 
of the Jews before the war was approaching the times of Ferdinand and 
Isabella, then I maintain that those times have now been surpassed. Jewish 
blood was not shed to defend Spain, as it is at the present moment being 
shed for the defence of Russia. 


There is an unspeakable calumny which is beifig widely circulated in 
Russian society and through the ranks of the Army. Itisa libel upon a whole 
nation, and charges Jews, as a people, with treason. Such unheard-of slander 
can only be explained by the agitation which was carried onintheofficial Press 
and anti-Semitic bellicose journals preceding the war. Such a libel, however, 
is only possible in a country where the Jews are deprived of rights. In 
countries where Jews enjoy rights, such an accusation is unimagin- 
able. It is, perhaps, magnanimous to suggest, as has been done by 
some good people, that considering the treatment of the Jews treason 
on their part is almost excusable, that itis a logical result. My reply, 
to this argument is: It is true we are without rights, we are oppressed beyond 
endurance. But we ‘know the foundation, of the evil. It emanates from 
these benches (pointing to the Ministers). We are persecuted by the 
Russian Government and not by the Russian people. It is not to be 
wondered at, therefore, that we are content to bind our fate loyally and faith- 
fully with the fate of the Russian people, whatever may be done to us by the 
Russian Government. Three years ago, when the Government introduced 
the Bill dealing with the Cholm province, it was hardly expected by them 
that they would have to deal so soon with a project of autonomy. We 
Jews, too, hope that the time is not distant when we shall obtain equal 
rights from a free Russian nation. 
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“ Before the whole country, before the whole of the civilised world,” 
M. Freedman continued vehemently, ‘I deglare that this slander of dis 
loyalty, of espionage, of traitocousness made against the Jews is a revolting 
falsehood, a base culumny invented by persons whose object is the justifying 
of their own criminal actions. Those who falsely accuse their fellow-citizens 
of treason damp the spirit of enthusiasm among the people. They are them- 
selves, therefore, guilty thereby of treason.” 

In conclusion Deputy Freedman referred to the case in Lomza where 
a Jew was accused of treachery and how it was subsequently discovered 
that certain persons had thrown a telephone apparatus into the house of 
thisinnocent Jew. “All,” he continued, “have heard of how a Russian detach- 
ment had suffered in the village of Kusza through Jewish treason. But 
what is the truth? Deputy Kerensky himself undertook the investigation 
of the charge, which stated that Jews had hidden Germans in tunnels in 
the village. He found that nothing of the kind had happened. It transpired 
that there were no tunnels in the village where Germans could have been 
concealed; there was one Jewish cellar, so low that one man could not 
enter; and the Russian reverse occurred there on May 28th, while the six 


Jews that lived there had left a day before with the permission of the 
military authorities. The Ministry of the Interior was aware of these 
facts, and yet the false accusation was allowed to circulate and is not yet 
withdrawn. Hard as our lot is, terrible as our sufferings are, great though 
our sacrifices and losses, this moral insult of being accused as 
traitors to Russia that is hurled against us is’ the hardest 
of all to tolerate. When one of our towns was threatened with danger 
some time ago, Jews assembled in the synagogue and prayed for its safety. 
The old Jewish Rabbi concluded the prayer with these words: *‘O Lord, 
take our souls, but save the city!’ And with this prayer on his lips he 
fell dead. 

“ Such was the spirit that animated the old Rabbi, and such, in sober 
truth, are the feelings of the Jewish people. But a blow has been dealt 
at our people ; a blow heavy enough to paralyse our very senses. With you, 
gentlemen of the Duma, it rests to achieve something which will rescue 
the jewish people from its desperate plight and place it among the ranks 
of Russian citizens standing in defence of its country. I do not know 
whether the Duma wiil accomplish it, but if it does it will perform an-honest 
duty, it will accomplish an act of imperial sagacity so essential for and 
so vital to the welfare and greatness of the Russian Empire.’ (Loud 
applause).

RUSSIA’S EVIL GENIUS. 


The Jewish World, in its current tssue, writes :— 


We have frequently insisted that the real source of much of the ill-govern- 
ment from which Jews éspecially have suffered in Russia is to be foutid in the 
German influence to which for so many years the country has been subjected, 
Germany's policy was to keep Kussia internally weak by setting population 
against population. In obedience to this policy she fostered in Russia the anti- 
Jewish feeling which she had practised at home, and she “improved ” it by the 
application of Russian methods. Thus we had in Russia, so far as Jews were 
concerned, what a contributor to the JEWISH CHRONICLE a week or two ago 
called “* Potsdam Muscovised.” An instance of this sort of thing is provided in 
connection with the men in the Russian secret police, who have been discovered 
to be traitors, and of whom tie Times correspondent says :— : 

The condemned traitors, Baron Grothus and Freinat, who were among the accom- 
plices of Colene! Masoyedoff, were both celebrated in their time as prominent members 
of the secret police. Baron Grothus is a German from the Baltic provinces, who was 
employed by the secret police specially to shadow foreign Press representatives, and 
who posed as the Petrograd correspondent of a Baltic province newspiper. Freinat, 
who was formerly vice-director of the secret police, owed his preferment to his investi- 
gation of the Kishineff massacres, for which, according to his report, the authorities 
were not responsible. 


Is it not plain that there cannot be freedom in Russia until the Russian bureau- 
cracy is cleared of German influence with which it is so largely infested, and that 
there cannot be hope for our people in Russia until. freedom is secured there ? 

The matter is put very forcibly and very clearly in a review of M. de 
Wesselitsky'’s book “ Russia and Democracy " (to which we have already referred 
in these columns), which appeared in the current issue of the Sfectator. The 
reviewer observes that the author 

shows us in a luminous historical survey, how the democratic, liberalising, reforming 
and patriotic elements in Russia have all along> been thwarted and repressed by the 
Germanising policy of the rulers; how the bureaucracy has been controlled 
by Germanophils; how, in fine, Russia's progress has been hampered and perverted 
by German or pro-German influences. Put briefly, the argument o* the 
book is thi§—that Russia, real Russia, is at heart democratic; that auto- 
cracy was acquiesced in as a necessary means of unifying the nation, and that 
her rulers, even when thoroughly patriotic in their desire to civilise and de-Orientalise 
Russia, turned to Germany for the instruments of education and organisation, and 
placed implicit confidence in German agents and German Sovereigns. In this way they 
encouraged a process which has gone on for centuries, and under which unlimited 
facilities were afforded to German favourites, adventurers, educators, men of business, 
and farmers for penetrating, colonising, and controlling Russia. He admits the 
existence of some thoroughly Russified Slavophil Germans, but in the main 
the German influence has been exerted entirely in the interests of Germany, 
to detach, isolate, and weaken Russia, to lure her on into wrong paths 
and disastrous campaigns, to foment internal dissensions, and to repay her assistance 
with flattery in words but black ingratitude and treachery in deeds. Indirectly, the book 
is a most serious indictment of Russian rule as well as of German duplicity—of 
blindness in high places, of an infatuated reliance in the integrity of Prussian and 
Austrian advisers, and of the criminal leniency of the Russian Administration. And 
the force of M. de Wesselitsky's indictment i# enhanced by the fact that he is not a 
revolutionary or a Socialist or a sympathiser with the inieiligentsia, but a strong 
Monarchist. 


We venture to reprint this somewhat lengthy extract in the hope that it may 
meet the eye of some of our people, especially in the United States, who look 
only upon and deplore the results of German influence in Russia, but will not 
trouble to examine and ask what is the real cause of the terrible trouble from 
which, let us hope, Russia will succeed in releasing herself. 


RESULTS AND CAUSES, 


These short-sighted ones see how our people suffer disabilities in Russia that 
lead to the most horrible persecutions, They naturally are indignant and pour 
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out their feelings upon Russia, at the same time blaming the Allies for the national 
pact which includes Russia. Their position in the matter can be illustrated by 
ananalogy. A man has upon his estate a water-well. Into this well some evil- 
disposed persons whom the man had entertained as friends poured oper 
with the result that illness, pain, agony, and death were a e 
throughout the estate Bitter indignation was aroused ageins: 
owner of the well. For a long time he would not throw over his friends who ad 
poisoned the water but at last he did so, for he discovered the evil of which oe 
had been guilty. He endeavoured, too, to clear the well of the poison anc ne 
chose new friends. But when the people found that because of the water they 
still suffered illness and pain they railed against the man for his deceit and 
denounced his new friends for having anything to do with him. 


THE MAN'S PLEA. 


“You are not fair,” pleaded the man, “the well is poisoned—tbat I 
know, but I did not poison it; that was done by the false friends I now 
have paried with. The poison from which you still suffer is of their doing 
and. when and not till the well is entirely cleared of the poison will you 
cease to suffer.” And the new friends added: “we are standing by him 
because he is trying his utmost to clear the well of the poison and we 
hope that by our friendship and support he will never be tempted again to turn 
to those false friends who repaid his hospitality by poisoning his well. shis 
analogy, it seems to us, applies to the Jewish position in Kussia, and will, we 
hope, help to explain our point of view It is from this point of view that the 
successes: gained by the Germans over the Russian armies curing the past weeks 
seem to us so fraucht with ominousness for the future of our people in Russia. 
Our regret is, however, tempered by the fixed belief that in the end these German 
victories will crumble up like the ash of déad sea fruit. 


RESIDENTIAL RESTRICTIONS RUSSIA. 


TO BE TEMPORARILY ABOLISHED. 

The newspapers announce that an order will shortly be issued abolishing 
during the war the Jewish residential restrictions in regard to towns except 
Petrograd and Moscow.—Reuter, Petrograd. 


PE TROGRAD, Wednesday. 
Imperial sanction has been given for the temporary abolition of the Jewish 
residential restrictions except in Petrograd and Moscow and in places under the 
jurisdiction of the Ministries of the Court and of War, pending an examination 
of the whole question.—Revwter. 


PRO-JEWISH DEMONSTRATION AT RUSSIAN 
CONFERENCE. 


‘FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PETROGRAD. 
The Jewish cause continues to win supporters in all parts of Russia. At last 
week's Conference of all Russian Military Commercial Committees, held at the 
capital, with M. Gutchkoff in the Chair, the flower of the Empire's commercial 
and ‘ndustrial institutions participated in the deliberations. The importance of 
the Conference can be adequately judged from the fact that the hopes of Russia 
for a victorious campaign are concentrated on the efforts of those Commercial 
Committees to equip the Army with all its requirements. In the first place the 
Conference, in accordance with the wishes of the Wilna and Riga merchants, 
recognised the necessity of allowing the Jewish factory-owners, together with 
their employés, to move from places near the war zone to the interior provinces 
outside the Pale, and of permitting Jews to acquire land anywhere. 
Professor Yubosheff, in a stirring speech recording the fact that the Jews 
were fighting side by side with the Russians for a fatherland which treated them 
like stepchildren, proposed that the Conference should express itself in favour of 
the abolition of all anti-Jewish restrictions. The resolution was adopted amidst 
loud and prolonged cheers. 


EXPULSIONS. CANCELLED IN . RUSSIA. 
[FROM OUR CORRFSPONDENT.) 


PETROGRAD. 
Owing to influential petitions, the expulsions of all the Jews from Slonim, 
Vilkovisk and Albertin (in the province of Grodno) have been cancelled. 
Thousands of Jews have thus been relieved. 

It has transpired that the Minister of the Interior, Prince Tcherbatoff, informed 
the deputation of the Jewish Press that the expulsions of the Jews (as well as the 
suspension of the Jewish Press) were carried out without even the knowledge of 
the Ministry. 


GERMAN INFLUENCE 


IN’ RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD. 

Bishop Nikon, of Siberia, has senta message to the Press stating that the 
time had arrived to create such conditions for all citizens as would enable all 
nationalities to unite completely. The Mayor of Petrograd, as well as many 
prominent members of the municipalities of non-Pale cities, when they were 
approached on the Jewish question, gave replies in favour of the abolition of the 
restrictions. M. Rodgayeff made a significant statement. He accused the 
German element in the Russian bureaucracy of being responsible for the anti- 
Jewish measures. 

On the other hand the Octobrists have re-considered their original plan and 
have decided to provide in their Bill for the removal of the restrictions against 
all nationalities “ with the exception of the Jews.” 


THE KING OF RUMANIA AND THE EXPULSIONS. 


The King of Rumania has taken an important step. He has ordered the 
suspension of the expulsion of Jews from the frontier districts. 


JEWISH EMIGRATION AFTER THE WAR. 


The Committee recently formed in Holland to provide for the requirements 
of the Jewish emigrants after the war is in favour of the establishment of a world- 
wide organisation in connection with an Emigration Bank, the opening in various 
countries of information bureaus and of classes for intending emigrants, to 


— them in the languages and habits of the couniries in which they propose 
to seitie. 


THE LYNCHING OF LEO FRANK. 


The grand jury, after hearing many witnesses who saw. people who lynched 
Leo Frank but were “unable” to identify anyone, found that Frank aa his 
death at the hands of parties unknown,—Reuter.

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DEATH OF PROFESSOR EHRLICH. 


Professor Ehrlich, the eminent physician and inventor of the celebrated 
remedy “606,” died suddenly on Friday in his laboratory at Homburg. | 

Like several other fruitful students of therapeutic science, Professor Paul 
Ehrlich was originally an assistant of the great bacteriologist, Professor Koch. 
Ehrlich was head of the Institute of Chemotherapy at Frankfort, where his 
investigation of parasitic diseases and experimental work in treating them, led to 
the discovery of the remedy which has made his name famous. The drug 
known as “606” or salvarsan, has proved efficacious in curing a disease which 
formerly showed itself beyond radical treatment. Since the discovery of the 
antitoxin for diphtheria, medical science has known no more remarkable or 
valuable invention than that of the Ehrlich-Hata specific. 

Another of Professor Ehrlich's achievements in a similar field of research was 
the finding of a remedy for “sleeping sickness.” In this case also he made 
innumerable experiments and inoculated hundreds of animals before he hit upon 
the effective chemical agent. It is now being applied with good results to victims 
of the malady in those districts of Africa where it has always been a terrible 
‘scourge to human life. In the earlier years of his career the Professor revolu- 
tionised the then existing system of testing the blood for various diseases by his 
discovery that the white corpuscles of the blood are divisible into five classes. To 
him also is mainly owing the great advance that has been made in immunising 
curative serums, and he may be said to have standarised antitoxins. The work 
that he was engaged upon at the time of his death was research into the problems 
of cancer, over which disease it was his belief that science would triumph. 

A native of Strehlen, in Silesia, and sixty-one years old, Professor Ehrlich 
lived in the street that was named after him in Frankfort. Several of his written 
works had been translated into English, and he had received from England 
various honorary distinctions, which he resigned on the outbreak of war. The 
Nobel prize was awarded to him in 1908. He was an extraordinarily absent 
minded man, or rather his thoughts were so entirely conceatrated on scientific 
problems that he was incapable of giving attention to external matters. It is said 
that he always had to take a cab from his house to his laboratory in order not to 
lose his way. 

Owing to the fact that he was a Jew, Dr. Ehrlich was barred from holding 
an Ordinary Professorship at any German University. 


He ranked only as an 
Extraordinary Professor. 


A TRIBUTE BY DR. ISRAEL FELDMAN 
(SENIOR DEMONSTRATOR OF PHYSIOLOGY, LONDON MEDICAL COLLEGE). 


Paul the Master, has passed away;-but the memory of. the 
man and brilliant work in,;the cause of mankind will ever remain a 
hallowed inspiration for all who may be privileged to carry on the labours 
initiated by this man of genius. More than any other man of his day, Ehrlich 
contributed towards the elevation of medicine to the status of science; and he was 
fortunate indeed in being awarded a universal recognition that few have merited, 
and fewer still have attained, within their own lifetime. At the outset of his 
career, while still a student at the universities of Breslau and Strasburg, Elrlich 
had already recognised that if medicine was to keep pace with the progress of the 
other arts and sciences, it must be founded upon more firmly established methods 
than the empirical routine then in vogue. He appreciated, to the full, that the 
practice of medicine was an art to be attained only by laborious. application 
at the bedside, but at the same time he was convinced that only by equally 
laborious and thoroughly systematic strivings in the laboratory could full justice

be done to the clinical problems that presented themselves. From this 
standpoint, and all that, it implied, the deceased scientist never wavered, 
never looked back; but, progressing from triumph to triumph, ever 


fighting against calumny and petty. strife, against natural impediments and 
artificial obstructions, he finally succeeded in demonstrating, by the brilliance of 
his results, that the truth of his ideas was indeed deeply rooted, and that the basis 
of his conceptions was of no mere ephemeral interest, but permanent in its 
character and all-embracing in its importance. From his earliest days he had 
taken an absorbing interest in chemistry, and it was the application of his far- 
sighted researches in this science that gave to clinical medicine those revolutionary 
curative agents the discovery of which claimed the admiring attention of a whole 
world. Imagination, courage, and perseverance—these paramount qualities 
residing in an inspiring personality, opened the well-protected door to the 
mysteries of nature. Always looking ahead, ever developing his many theories 
by a wide and comprehensive application of the inductive method to the facts he 
had gleaned by ingenious experimentation, Ehrlich succeeded, as nd man 
previously had done, in revealing ever-widening fields of constructive researches 
in the realms of curative medicine. His pregnant imagination recognised no limits, 
and every phase of medical science claimed his attention. It was obvious that the 
work he had set himself was beyond the power of asingle man to carry through in 
all its manifold details and ramifications, and in this we have revealed before us 
yet another outstanding trait in the character of out dead coreligionist. For he 
possessed, to an unsurpassed degree, that charm of personality that, as if by 
magic, attracted within the sphere of its influence a band of willing and self- 
sacrificing workers, ever ready to obey the bidding of the master, And from 
all parts of the world, scattered among the laboratories of all the continents, came 
the persistent tributes of those who had been privileged to work with and for him. 
Ebrlich was the founder of the science of Chemo-therapy, and, fo the lay 
world, no more brilliant achievement need be referred to than his discovery of 
dioxydiamido-arseno-benzol, the “6C6” of lay nomenclature. This wonderful 
drug, the composition of which has been modified since its first discovery, has 
done more, within our own time, towards the stamping out of one of the most 
insidious of human scourges than the consistent efforts of centuries of previous 
generations. And, it must be emphasised, the value of this drug lay not so much 
in its own immediate and relatively narrow intrinsic merits, as in its revelation 
of the possibilities of Chemo-therapy. 
many visits to London, and on these occasions he never failed to pay personal

ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 


THE POSITION OF THE EVELINA SCHOOL IN JERUSALEM. 
A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held on 
Tuesday, at the Great Western Hotel, Paddington. There were present :—

Miss Annie E. Landau, Headmistress of the Lvelina de Rothschild School, 
Jerusalem, also attended the meeting. 

The SECRETARY read correspondence that had passed between the 
Association and the Foreign Office, in which the Association asked to be 


allowed to continue its grants to the Evelina de Rothschild School, notwith- 
Standing the fact that the school was now being conducted by the Ottoman 
Government. The Foreign Office stated that Sir Edward Grey bad addressed a 
note to the United States Ambassador requesting Mr. Page to ascertain, if possible 
by telegraph, whether the school was sti!! being continued with the same staff on 
the usual lines and with the same class of pupils as hitherto. 

The PRESIDENT extended a welcome to Miss Landau. The Council, he 
said, greatly appreciated the devotion which kept ber till the twelfth bour at her 
post doing the very utmost for the school. He had had the opportunity of hearing 
something of her experience of the last few months in Jerusalem, by no means 
entirely—he should imagine— a very pleasant experience; and if it had not been 
that she was a woman of pluck, determination, resolve and devotion to duty, he 
thought the school would have lost her, temporarily of course, very much earlier 
than it did. When she did leave it was really from force majeure, for she was 
practically told it was a case of leaving Palestine or becoming an Ottoman subject. 

The PRESIDENT moved the following recommendation of the Executive 
Committee 

That subject to the consent of the Government to the continuance of the grant to 
the Evelina School, the sum of £400 be granted each quarter to the School (: 
not to include Miss Landau’s salary), and that, accordingly, £400 be 
quarter ending the 30th September next. 
It might be some days, said Mr. Montefiore, perhaps two or three weeks, before 
they received the authorisation. He thought it would be received, as the gentle 
man whom he saw at the Foreign Office stated that what was on his mind was 
the question whether the staff and children of the school were the same as before. 
He had now been told that they were the same and that the money was urgently 
needed, as there was no likelihood that the Turks would provide for the school’s 
upkeep. This was confirmed by Miss Landau, who said that unless funds came 
from the Association there would be no sources of maintenance for the school 
They had spoken at the last meeting on the question of reducing the expenses of 
the school in view of the financial position of the Association gut it was found 
an extremely difficult thing to know in which direction a reduction could be mace

if the school was to be kept up at all. ‘hey heard that owing to the 
expulsions from Jerusalem many of the pupils -were in Alexandria, Lut 
according to Miss Landau their places had been filled by new pupils 


The number of pupils was well over six hundred, and the cost of maintenance 
was, when Miss Landau left, the same as before. After consideration, certain 
reductions in the expenses had been decided on which would take etfiect from 
October next. 

Mr. J]. COWEN asked whether the Association was not going rather beyond 
what its finances were likely to bear. 

Mr. I. SELIGMAN said they were in a position, at present at any rate, to vote 
the 4400 a quarter. 

Miss LANDAU expressed her thanks for the way she had been received. She 
wanted it made plain that it was only ber duty to remain in Jerusalem as long 
possible, because the well-being of the six hundred children and the staft depence 
on that. 

The recommendation was adopted.

THE LATE CAPTAIN HAROLD SPIELMANN. 

Captain Harold L. Il. Spielmann, 10th Manchester Regiment (T.F.), whose 
death in action we record above, was in his 23rd year, and was the younger son 
of Sir Isidore Spielmann, C.M.G., and Lady Spielmann, and a grandson of the 
late Sir Joseph Sebag-Montehore. He was educated at Clifton and at Pembroke 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated with honours in the last summer term 
before the war. For some years he was an active member of the Officers Training 
Corps, and upon the outbreak of hostilities obtained a commission as second- 
lieutenant in the 10th Manchester Regiment (T.F.). His success in training men 
was rewarded by his promotion to captain. He landed in Gallipoli, in command 
of a draft, on July 25th. In his last letter lrome he announced that his colonel 
had nominated him for a permanent captaincy. He was killed in action on 
August 13th. 

A memorial service for the late Capt. Spielmann was held last Sunday at 
Maiqguoits, Ewhurst, where his parents are now in residence, and was attended 
by members of the family and by a few friends in the near neighbourhood. 

A WORD OF TRIBUTE. 

Among the many sorrows that have fallen on the present writer in connection 
with this war, the loss of the dear gentle son of one of the dearest and most 
gentile of friends is sharp and deep. 
only in appearance but in character, in outlook, in public spirit, in Judaism, the 
most gracious gift of all. Few loved him and loved that father as the writer of 
these few lines, bound to him by not only personal ties but by the memory of 
two brothers who have gone before, and who were his schoolfellows. In the 
troubled years that have come that son was the bright and engaging hope of 
the family. He was indeed a chip of the old block. Whoever knew Harold 
loved him. At Clifton, at Cambridge, in His Majesty's Forces, where he was 
marked out for conspicuous service, there was one feeling of affection and 
admiration for him. May the Almighty Father, Who is near to all those who 
call upon Him, bring peace to the hearts of those bereaved parents and sisters !

opportunity of attending the regular Saturday Afternoon Service at the Garrison 
Synagogue. It is difficult for me to think that Langer is no more. His cheerful 
voice is still ringing in my ear. He was only a boy, but a man’s courage and 
resolution breathed through all his utterances. He always displayed a very grea 
and affectionate interest in Jewish matters, and on several occasions he would 
accompany me on my visits to the military hospitals to offer the hand of friend- 
ship and brotherheod to a coreligionist lying on a sick bed. He had the gift by 
his cheerfulness and buoyant spirits of making friends of all with whom he came 
into contact, His optimism, often under very trying circumstances, infected all 
his Jewish comrades. It was evident that his promotion to non-commissioned rank 
was won by sheer merit. Of him it may truly be said that he has given up his 
life willingly and cheerfully for his King and country. May the knowledge that 
he, during his lifetime, gained the esteem and respect of all whose privilege it was 
to know him assuage somewhat the great grief which his mother feels. 
ZION MULE CORPS. 
SIR IAN HAMILTON'S TRIBUTE. 

The editor of the New York Jewish newspaper, The Day, has received the 
following letter from General Sir lan Hamilton, Commander-in-Chief of the Anglo- 
French Expeditionary Force at the Dardanelles : 

General Headquarters, Mediterranean (Expeditionary Force. 

It may interest you to know that I have here, fighting under my orders. a 
purely Jewish unit... As far as I know, this is the first time in the Christian era 
such a thing has happened. 

The men who compose it were cruelly driven out of Jerusalem by the Turks, 
and arrived in Egypt with their families absolutely destitute and starving. 

A complete transport corps was there raised from them for voluntary service 
with me against the Turks, whom they naturally detest. 3 

These troops were officially described as the “ Zion Mule Corps,” and the 
officers and rank and file have shown great courage in taking water and supplies 
up to the fighting line under heavy fire. One of the private soldiers has been 
specially recommended by me for gallantry, and has duly received from the King 
the Distinguished Conduct Medal. 


THE SENIOR CHAPLAIN AT THE FRONT. 


The Rev. Michael Adler would be greatly assisted in his work among the 
Jewish troons at the front if parents and relatives would send him exact details of 
name, regiment, and company of men now serving in France. Mr. Adler s 


enabled to travel in all parts of the war area and this information would be most 
welcome. 
The Rev. Vivian Simmons arrived in France on Tuesday. 


MEN FROM THE EAST END IN FRANCE, 


Since his arrival in France, more than three weeks ago, Mr. Adler has been 
enabled to visit a considerable number of units containing Jewish officers and 
men, and to keep in. touch with them. At General Headquarters a service was 
held which was very well aitended, men coming from a long distance to be 
present, and on the following Sunday another service was conducted near billets 
behind the firiug line, at which four officers and a large body of men of London 
regiments were present. The men were mainly members of the 17th London 
Regiment, which is recruited from Stepney and Poplar. Owing to the bad 
weather, the congregation gathered in a barn in a small village, and the service 
appeared to be greatly appreciated. Mr. Adler paid two visits to this area. 
More recently he has been living close to the Belgian frontier as the guest of a 
military hospital, and has thus been enabled to visit all the camps and billets for 
many miles round. He is arranging a service for the men of the Canadian 
Division, of whom he has already met a large number. 


BURIAL OF CAPT. E. C. SIMON, 


On Wednesday, the 18th inst., the Senior Chaplain officiated at the inter- 
ment of Capt. E. C. Simon, 2-5th Lancashire Fusiliers, who died of wounds 
received whilst in the trenches. Capt. Simon had attended two services in France 
recently, including one at which the Chief Rabbi preached. In ordtr to perform 
this ceremony Mr. Adler travelled by road for many hours, and at the burial a 
brother officer of Capt. Simon, Lieut. H. B. Rothband, was present. - The 
funeral took place in a village cemetery five miles behind the trenches and {fall 
military honours were accorded to the deceased. Arrangements have been made 
for the customary Jewish memorial to be erected over this grave. 


JEWISH MEMORIALS. 


The erection of memorials in the shape of the Mogen David over the graves 
of Jewish soldiers which has been arranged by Mr. Alder is now being rapidly 
carried out. Among the names of those recently returned are the following :

THE FORTHCOMING HIGH HOLIDAYS.

Furlough for Jewish soldiers whose homes are at con- 
siderable distance from their military station will be given from 6 p.m. on the 
7th of September to 12 midnight September 19th. To others whose homes are 
not too distant furlough will be granted to cover each day and train arrange- 
ments to meet local requirements.

THE POSITION OF THE EXILES IN RUSSIA, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 


PETROGRAD, 

The Jews of Riga have sent a deputation to Petrograd, which was received by 
the Ministerof the Interior. The deputation acquainted Prince Tcherbatoff with 
the libels which had led to the expulsions, and at the request of the Minister the 
deputy for Riga, Prince’Mansureff, travelled to his constituency, where he collected 
information. 

The Tsar has confirmed the decision of the Ministry not to entrust the feeding 
and settlement in new places of the Jewish exiles to the care of private organisa- 
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tions only. Two official departments under the guidance of Prince Urusoff and 
M. Zubtchanikoff, members of the U pper, House, have been entrusted with the task. 

The Ministry bas instructed the Governors near the war zone to ask all Jews 
to hold themselves in readiness to evacuate their homes at short notice. 

A Christian society in aid of the Jewish exiles has been formed at Petrograd 
under the guidance of Count I. Tolstoi, Deputies Shingarieff and Roditcheff, M. 
Maxim Gorki, and otber notables. 

The advance of the enemy has been accompanied by a fresh exodus of the 
Jews from the invaded places. Many thousands found shelter in the more distant 
Russo-Jewish centres, but the lack of accommodation is making itself more and 
more felt in the Pale. Minsk and Pinsk are officially declared to be overcrowded. 
The Jewish Committees of Petrograd, Moscow, and Wilna have appealed to the 
Ministry to assign new centres for the accommodation of the Jewish refugees. 
The Moscow Committee suggested that the provinces of Aryol and Smolensk 
(outside the Pale) should be opened to the Jews, and the Mayor of Petrograd 
asked the Ministry to permit Jewish war refugees to settle in the capital. 

THE MINISTRY OF THE INTERIOR AND THE EXILES. 

Deputy Freedman utilised the presence of the Minister of the Interior at 4 
meeting of the Duma Committee to draw his attention to the fact that the short 
notice given to the Jews to evacuate certain places led to the necessity of their 
disposing of their property in undesirable ways. In some places the German 
population that remained behind appropriated the property of Jews. He also 
complained against the restrictions of residence imposed on the exiles. The 
Minister replied that he was anxious not to raise the Jewish question at the 
present juncture, as he thought that such a course would only harm the Jews 
themSelves. He did not think it possible to allow the Jewish exiles to settle any- 
where as he feared the hostility of the local population. Thereupon Deputy 
Freedman referred to the cordiality with which the exiles were met by the 
Christians at Voronez (outside the Pale), and he publicly thanked the local popu- 
lation for its noble action. (Indeed, from the peasants’ community of the village 
Overki, near Voronez, the Moscow Jewish Committee received a donation accom- 
panied by a letter wishing the delivery of the Jews from all their sufferings). 

JEWISH REPRESENTATIVE TO ADVISE THE GOVERNMENT 

Despite the Minister's disappointing reply he decided to invite a Jew to act 
as adviser to the. new department which is dealing with the settlement of the 
ex.les in new places. The Government has already allocated large funds to the 
department, and the Duma proposes to vote twenty-five million roubles for 
the benefit of all war refugees. 

JOHANNESBURG. 
A FIGHTING JEWISH FAMILY. 

Some weeks ago Mr. Sydney Ambrose, a well-known resident of Doornfontein. 
arrived home from German South-West Africa, having been a trooper in Botha's 
Horsé, under Capt. Stewart. Two brothers were also expected home with the 
fighting forces. Mr. Sydney Ambrose is leaving shortly with Major Johnston's 
ambulance corps for German East Africa. 

The two returning brothers, in company with another brother, have signed on 
for the Expeditionary Force to Europe, and Mr. S. Ambrose hopes to join them 
when German East Africa has become British territory, The foregoing surely 
constitutes a record—four members of one South African Jewish family serving 
the King. One very sad incident occurred while the three brothers were in 
German West Africa, their respected father dying very suddenly some months ago.

Scrolls of the Law to the famous Russian Commander, General Ivanoff, and 
wished him success in his military operations. The General, who was deeply 


moved, kissed the members of the deputation and handed them a donation for the 
Jewish sufferers by the war.

BRITISH-JEWISH PRISONERS OF WAR AT RUHLEBEN. 
No “RELIEF” NEEDED.

Sir,—We have been informed, through various sources, that periodical 
appeals have been issued in London for the relief of the Jews in the concentration 
, camp of British civilian prisoners of war at Ruhleben, and that public meetings 

and concerts have also been held for this purpose. Whilst we fully appreciate 
the fraternal spirit that has prompted our fellow-Jews at home to respond to these 
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appeals, we wish to point out that they are based upon an entirely false impres- 
sion of our conditions here and are void of any real justification. Whatever 
grounds there may have been for such appeals in the early period of our intern- 
ment (e.g., last February, when two of the signatories welcomed the sending of 
food and cloth‘ng), there are none now. 

As we are provided with free residence, the only things that we require are 
additional food and clothing, and almost all the Jews in I 
receipt of these from their relatives in England or Germany. Those whose needs 
are not sufficiently covered in this manner receive five shillings a week from the 
British Government, through the medium of the American Embassy in Berlin, 
and this money is, of course, also spent almost wholly upon food and clothing 
Through the same medium a suit of summer clothing and underwear were distri- 
buted, at a nominal charge of one mark, to all who desired them. Moreover, 
there is no inconsiderable number of Jews, as of non-Jews, who are able to 


thleben are in regular 


practise here their respective trades, such as tailors, carpenters, watchmakers, 
barbers, laundrymen, etc., and who thus earn at least as much as they need for 
their subsistence in this camp. 

The appeals for our “ relief” that are repeatedly issued in London are, there- 
fore, not only unjustified but unjust, and they must be as disquieting to our relatives 
as they are.annoying to ourselves. Any money that has been collected could and 
should be distributed to much better purpose among the few needy Jewish families 
in England whose bread-winners are unfortunately interned here, and as the 
Jewish Board of Guardians is, doubtless, acquainted with these cases, we suggest 
that the money should be handed over to it for immediate distribution among 
those affected. But whilst we can dispense with and resent the rattling of the 
charity-box in public on our behalf, we are unable to pry into the future or to 
foresee the end of our captivity, and should any contingency arise later on that 
would justify us in invoking the assistance of our brethren at home in our common 
interest. we shall not fail to communicate with a responsible and authoritative 
quarter. 

Meanwhile, we trust that the spasmodic and misguided appeals for our 
“ relief ” will now cease ; that, if they are repeated, the public w 
and that we shall at last be saved from our friends.

A meeting of the Central Committee was held on Monday at 52, Leman Street. 

The President (Mr. H: Landau) having been called away on important work 
in connection with the Fund, the chair was taken by Mr. HARRIS GOODMAN. 

The SEcRETARY (Mr. S. Lipton) presented the following report on the work 
of the Executive Committee 

The Executive had held nine meetings and had been fortunate im ‘securing the valu- 
able co-operation of Messrs. N. Sokolow, M. Teitel, and M. Piiix Altogether the 
sum of 180,000 roubles had been sent to Russia for the Relie! ol Polis 1 jews: £1,000 had 
been sent to Alexandria for the Palestinian refugees there, anda further amount of about 
£8,500, recently collected, was at the bank and would be utilised for reliet aS SOX 
possible. There had been frequent communications with Baron Ginzburg, of Petro. 
grad, as to the various measures taken for the relief of the Polish Jews. Baron 
Giinzburg in his last letter had expressed his gratitude to the Committee, to Mr. 
H. Landau, and to the generous donors, for the amounts sent So far, but he urged the 
necessity of larger sums being sent as speedily as possibie to cope with the distress 
which was continually growing. Atarecent Executive meeting Goldberg (of 
Wilna) gave the Committee an account of his experiences as a member of the Wilna 
Relief Committee. He vividly described the scenes he had witnessed and 
explained the steps Wilna had taken to deal with. the numerous pte refugees. 
Arrangements had been made for public meetings 10 the provinces, and Mr. Hermann 
Landau had addressed a meeting in Birmingham, and together with Mr. H. Sokolow, 
another meeting at Manchester, with very good results. In London various meetings 
had been addressed by Mr. H. Landau, and recently, under the auspices of the Central 
Committee, a London Districts Committee had been formed with Dr. Jochelman as 
Chairman, Donations had been received from the British Colonies, also from Japanese 
school-children at Tokio (£25) and from India, while the result of the London — 
House performance had been a net profit of over £1,500, thanks to the initiative of Mr. 
Godfrey Isaacs. 


On the motion of Mr. J. Vicror, seconded by Mr. M. CLAP! ER, the report 
was adopted, and Mr. H. Landau and the members of the Executive Committee 
were thanked for their services. , | 

The Rev. J. K. GoLpBLoom moved that appeals be sent to all synagogues 
throughout the country asking for offerings to be os for the fund on Yom 
Kippur before the Musaph service. This was agreed to.

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Palestine in War Time. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 

WITH MISS ANNIE LANDAU. 
HE Holy Land, as our readers know, has felt the effects of the 
war seriously. The story of Palestine in war time is a tale of 
sheer misery, unredeemed even by much heroism, though 
enlivened at times by a certain squalid absurdity born of 
Turkish arbitrariness and inconsistency. Society in this country is a frail 
and composite structure, and at the first rude touch of adversity it tends to 
fallto pieces. When, asin the present in- 
stance, Nature, too, takes a hand in the game, 

the desolation is complete. 

One of those who have seen the great 
overthrow at close quarters is Miss Annie 
E. Landau, the able headmistress of the 
Evelina de Rothschild school at Jerusalem. 
The news of the outbreak of war came to the 
city last yearthe day after Tisha b’Ab,adaytoo 
late for the fitness of things. The head- 
mistress was just getting ready to go into the 
wilderness—fora holiday. A holiday in Jeru- 
ealem, by the way, is no light matter. It is 
not an alflair ofa taxicab and a railway ticket. 
One has to carry a complete household to 
one’s destination; and asthe camel is only 
a very limited sort of pantechnicon, Miss 
Landau has to requisition seven such animals 
for the purpose. When she finally sets out 
on her journey she can exclaim: Omnia 
mcamecunm porto ! 

It was when in the midst of these summer preparations that news was 
brought to Miss Landau that war was near. She was advisedto draw some 
money from the Bank for her school.. She did so. Five minutes after, ‘the 
Bank closed !

ECONOMIC RESULTS. 

“ There was great excitement when the war came,”’ said Miss Landau 
to a representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE. “ But the Turkish authori- 
ties were quite sure that their country would not be drawn into the trouble. 
We had a splendid Commandant there at the time—Zeki Bey. He held 
that Turkey should keep clear of the war; and when his country became 
involved in the struggle he resigned his commission.” 

What was the economic result of the war ? 

“ Everything at once became very expensive. There never was any 
fear of a massacre. What frightened the people was the possibility of 
starvation. Apart from the relief ship that was sent, food ceased to be 
brought in, and petroleum imports also stopped. There has never, how- 
ever, been any utter dearth of bread—the dark native variety—though the 
price is very dear. And as the export of grain is impossible the supply, 
at any rate, is assured.”’ 

What are the main causes of the distress ? 

“ First, the falling away of the charitable contributions, Russia's 
Chaluka has completely stopped, and Germany's has largely declined. 
Together with this came the rise in prices and very serious locust 
visitation. This bas cleared the country of fruit and vegetables—even the 
olives, which are not usually to the locust's taste. The locusts have eaten 
up the land, with the fortunate exception of the grain which had matured 
too far for their palates. They have invaded the houses in Jerusalem. 
They turned day into night, so huge were the swarms of them. It has 
been, in fact, just like Bible times.”’ 

The Yemenites have a practical way of dealing with them ? 

“Yes; they eat them—or rather, those of them which have a dark 
browa Ai on their chests. It sounds curious, but the * is really there. 


DISASTER TO THE COLONIES. 

Aad the colonies ? 

“ They simply could not go on, for the reason that the banks could not 
contiaue to help them. One very severe blow was the requisitioning of 
their carts and horses, and many of their workmen. One day a German 
General came and inspected them; and soon after their water pipes were 
taken away. That was the worsi stroke of all. Many of the Colonists have 
left, and a number are in Alexandria. To put the matter triefly, and quoting 
one of the most prominent Zionists refugees in Alexandria, the 
colomies are ruined, If England or France took possession of the country 
they could revive in a few years. But if the present hostile régime should 
continue, then they are lost. My informant at Alexandria was of opinion 
that the work of forty years has been undone.” 

Miss Landau traced the events which followed the entry of Turkey 
into war. Inthe early December of last*year a decree was issued that 
male enemy aliens of military age were to be interned at Damascus or 
Unfa; while the women and girls and boys under eighteen could leave the 
country. A few weeks later it was decided that Jews could Ottomanise 
themselves, and all who refused were to leave forthwith. December 17th 
was “Black Thursday.” On that day the Kaimakam of Jaffa 
in conjunction with the Governor of Jaffa, expelled many Jews from the 
city—mainly Russians. Jewellery was torn from the women. Anybndy in 
the streets upon whom the police could lay hands was seized. " And in the 
general confusion parents became separated from their children. Even 
now there are children in Alexandria whose mothers remained at Jaffa. 


Needless to say, the suffering consequent on these measures was painful in 
the extreme. “Black Thursday,” in very truth |! | 


THE REFUGEES OF ALEXANDRIA. 
Has the populaton materially declined ? Miss Landau was asked. 


“ Not more than 12,000 Jews have left the country. Six thousand of 
these are in Alexandria—four thousand in the encampments, who are 
supported entirely by the Jewish Relief Committee and the Government, 


and two thousand living in the town supporting themselves, or supported 


partly by the aid of the Reliet Committee. Others have gone to Russia 
or America, Another three hundred arrived more recently; and before 


I left news came that a further one thousand were expected. A number of 
Zionists, too, have been expelled the country. The English Governmen: 
has been very kind, and has allowed money and food to be brought into 
Palestine, chiefly from Amefica. But most of the money is ear-marked for 
relatives and institutions, and I cannot say that it has made any materia! 
impression upoa the poverty. The authorities in Alexandria, too, are exceed 
ingly kind to the needy Jewish refugees, receiving iu this task the help of the 
Relief Committee. Owing to the demands of the large number of troops the 
accommodation is limited, and the Government has experienced great 
difficulty in this respect. Their efforts, and particularly the hygienic 
arrangemenis made for the refugees are deserving of the utmost praise . 
and I may mention that Mr. Hornblower, of the Ministry of the Interior, has 
been indefatigable in the work.”’ 

The entry of Turkey into the war, of course brought a large number of 
Turkish soldiery into Palestine. Every soldier that went on the expedition to 
Egypt passedthrough Jerusalem. But Miss Landaustates thatthe men behaved 
exceedingly well. There was nothing in the nature of looting ; and what 
roguery occurred was on the part of the local police who blackmailed the 
old Russian folk to their hearts’ content. : 

“It was very sad to see old men and women of eighty and ninety 
driven to the station,” said Miss Landau. “One night fifty-two aged 
women, all over seventy, were locked up, amid vefy unpleasant conditions. 
We managed to get their position ameliorated, and soon got them free 
altogether.” 

DJEMAL PASHA’S HOSTILITY TO ZIONISM., 

For much of its more recent experiences Jerusalem is indebted to 
Djemal Pasha, who reached the city in January last. A most disquieting 
reputation had preceded him. This can be summed up in the sobriquet 
“The Tiger,” which popular terror had conferred upon him. Up toa 
certain point this title was earned, but to Miss Landau he is just a good. 
natured very patriotic, Turkish official, haunted by an anti-Zionist 
obsession. 

“When he came,” she told the Jewish CHRONICLE representative, 
“he at once made it clear that he was opposed to Zionism. He ordered 
all their representatives, for instance, to come to Jerusalem, and thirty of 
them were sent into the interior, among them Mr. Yellin. In a week they 
were all back again, Then he ordered a strict investigation of Zionist 
institutions, and declared that he would not allow Jews to settle in Palestine 
—unless they became Turkish subjects. If necessary, Mesopotamia was 
open to them. He showed mea large Zionist flag, which he had confiscated, 
and asserted that he would not permit Palestine to be turned into a second 
Macedonia.”’ 

In fact Djemal really is obsessed by Zionism. Once he called upon 
Miss Landau to explain what Zionists wanted; though he received her 
exposition with a genteelly disguispet scepticism. Miss Landau believes that 
certain German officials have influenced the Turkish officials against the 
movement; but Djemal himself she describes asa thoroughly kind man, 
attached to his family, and particularly susceptible to children’s influence. 

DJEMAL PROTECTS THE EVELINA SCHOOL. 


He has certainly been very considerate to Miss Landau herself, and 
especially to her school, though something of the habitual vacillation was at 
first apparent in the latter respect. At the outset, after much communica- 
tiow between Jerusalem and Constantinople, and largely owing to the 
intéfeession of the American Ambassador, Mr. Morgenthau, to whose 
influence and unceasing help the concessions to the school must be ascribed, 
Djemal Pasha agreed to allow Miss Landau to stay as an Englishwoman. 
The day after this permission was granted Djemal announced that he was 
about to visit the school; and from the time of that visit he has been a steady 
friend, beth to the institution and its Headmistress. When he left, in com- 
mand of the Suez Canal expedition, Miss Landau was greatly worried by the 
looal police—so much so that she sent a letter after Djemal by special 
messenger aprealing for his protection. Theletter reached the Commander 
while stillin the desert—he was on the way home. The response was 
immediate and thorough. The police were ordered into prison, and 
narrowly escaped hanging from some neighbouring tree. It was afl that 
Miss Landau could do to extricate her persecutors from the pit into which 
they had deservedly fallen. But it showed that Djemal Pasha meant what 
he said when he promised to protect the school and its head teacher. 

“ Vos juifs sont insupportable,” said the Pasha to Miss Landau one 
day. “Ilfaut les exterminer.” But that was only his grim raillery. At 
heart he was not unfriendly to the Jews—always, of course, excepting the 
Zionists! 

Last May he communicated to Miss Landau the decision of the 
Government that all Jewish enemy aliens must either become Ottoman 
subjects or leave. He suggested that Miss Landau should become a Turk. 
“Would you change your nationality,” she asked him, “in similar 
circumstances ?"’ - “ No."’ was the reply, “I would leave the country.” 
Then if I must do thé same, well then I must,” said the teacher. 

The American Consul suggested that she should go to Alexandria and 
work among the refugees there. No boats were sailing from Jaffa. But io 
the dead of the following night a-Greek cargo boat was putting out from 
This vessel Miss Landau boarded, after a personal farewell 
from Djemal some hours before, The poor folk of Jerusalem were scre at 
heart, and the official class had begged her to change her mind—in vain. 


THE ZION: MULE CORPS. 


‘In Egypt she came across a number of the Zion Mule Corps, and 
spoke to several of the wounded men. They were keen on returning to the 
front. Col. Patterson’s men, she was told, had done marvels. They were 
splendid.” 

Since leaving Jerusalem, Miss Landau has heard, from time to time, 
of her school. As recently as June last she was informed that all was going 
well. The staff is still there. The old curriculum is maintained. After all, 
has not the Headmistress been away before on six months leave ? 

Miss Landau's object, at the moment, is to organise a school for the 
refugee children in Alexandria; and it is to consult her upon the project 
that the Anglo-Jewish Association has brought her to London. Daring her 
absence Mr, Jack Mosseri, of Cairo, who has done so much educational 
work for the Jews of Egypt, is putting up a temporary school for her; and 
it is koped that she may soon get to work witbin its walls. i 

But it isin the Evelina de Rothschild Schoobat Jerusalem that her . 
heart lies, and that the tide of events may quickly bear her thither is not 
only her own dearest wish but the hope of all who have followed her 
admirable career and her truly healing work in the sad, if holy, city. 
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Sermon for the Week.

PEACE, WHEN THERE IS NO. PEACE. 


“ They have healed also the hurt of the daughter of my people slightly, 
saying Peace, peace, when there no peace.’'—Jeremiah vi., 14. 


‘ The value of these Old Testament prophesies for us, apart from the 
light they shed upon our people's history, is that they hold up the mirror to 
nature. In them we see the struggles which go on from age to age. Under 


different guises we see men grappling with the same problems, encounter. 
ing the same fears, wrestling with the same difficulties, meeting the same 
joys and the same disappointments. History is ever repeating itself. We 
are, it is true, different in many respects from the people to whom Jeremiah 
spoke, though we are descended from them. The greatest possible changes 
have come over our condition since then. We no longer forma Jewish State, 
we have no country of our own. Our lot is cast in a country very dissimilar 
to the Judah and Jerusalem of the prophet's time. Yet we are swayed by 
the same passion and prejudices, by the same falsehood and truth, and 
underneath all is the same mighty power which fashioned and controlled 
the nations of old. Jeremiah was ina sad plight when he gave utterance 
to this prophecy. He saw his native land drifting on to doom, and all that 
he could do could not stay its fatal progress. His voice was burdened with 
the sound of woe. It was hard for him to witness the raving madness 
and folly and blindness which were hastening on his country’s dissolution. 
Already the foe had touched the land, and the nation knew what it was to 
be under the heel of a foreign usurper. But the burdens which the people 
had borne were as nothing to what were still to come. For the time, 
indeed, it seemed as. if all would be well; but the piercing cye of the 
prophet glancing into the future, saw the dark cloud gathering in the north 
and Scythians sweeping down upon Jerusalem and giving it over to 
slaughter and pillage. In their fancied security people had no sucl: vision. 
They imagined that danger was passed and gave ear to their leaders who 
cried to them, “ All is well, is well.” 


FALSE SECURITY. 
It was this sense of false security on the part of the crowd that troubled 
Jeremiah. His beloved country was lying exhausted, stupefied, and almost 
in the grip of a ruthless foe, yet those who ought to have known better did 


not comprehend the situation, nor turn from that which had been declared 
to be the cause of their weakness. Anxiously the prophet watched for some 
sign that Israel was beginning to recognise her danger and to seek after 
salvation. And what did he see? Just one here and there who perceived 
the truth that the only hope for the preservation of the nation, the only 
remedy for the social and political evils, was that the people should forsake 
their vicious and godless ways, and return in sincerity and truth to the 
service of the living God. There had indeed been a revival of religion 
among them, but it was not deep enough. The more outstanding features 
of idolatry had been forsaken, the grosser forms of wickedness corrected, 
temple services more assiduously cultivated; but those reforms, instead of 
working good, had wrought evil, inasmuch as they formed a sort of half- 
way house of false security. Outwardly the people had amended their 
ways; inwardly they were unchanged. They had forsaken the groves of 
Baal and the sensuous rites of paganism, but their hearts were still wedded 
to these. They gathered in the temple and made sacrifices and offered 
burnt incense, but they forsook not their crooked ways. Their error was 
that they thought these things sufficient to heal the hurt of the daughter of 
Zion. This belief was not confined to the multitude. The rulers of the 
city, the priests in the temple, were all under its spell. ‘“ From the 
youngest to the oldest of them, they all ply the trade of 
greed; and from prophet to priest they all practise lying.” They 
thought that this was all that was required of them. 
favour was to be won by incense and the fat of rams; God's forgiveness 
to be gained by a trifling gift, and His prctection to be secured by a few 
flattering words and phrases. It is a mtstake which men are ever making. 
It is the foundation of false security, and leads men still to say, “ Peace, 
peace, when there is no peace."" The Israelites of Jeremiah's day had not 
a true conception of the trouble from which they were suffering.’ They 
did not understand the inwardness of it, nor how their very national 
existence depended on their getting rid of it. Was it not the height of 
effrontery to try to appease God with an empty worship? Was it not 
mockery to offer Him burnt-offerings and sacrifices to cover their idolatry, 
their greed, and their lusts? Had they never heard that what the Lord 
required was that they should do justly, love mercy, and walk humbly with 
their God ? 
THE OLD DELUSION. 


How many there are to-day who still cling to that old delusion, and 
think that all that is asked of them is that they shall be conventionally 
religious! Let it not be supposed for a moment that the inhabitants of 


Jerusalem did not feel the evils under which the city was suffering, or that 
they were not anxious to get rid of them. They felt them just as much as 
we are feeling the evils of our day. The same tribulations of war, the same 
sorrow, the same misery and pain, were pressing upon their hearts. The 
same corruptions and sins which are causing so much anguish in our midst 
were at work there, and from many a heart there went upthe cry, “ How 
long, O Lord, how long?” The means they adopted were not 
sufficient for the end, and that is just the point at which the Israelites 
of old join hand with us moderns. We have thought to bring 
about a regenerated state of society by one means or another, War was 
to cease, the growth of commerce was to create a community of interest 
ainong nations which would render it unthinkable. Capital and labour 
were to be reconciled. The spread of education and enlightenment was 
to work marvels. It was to dissipate for ever the shadows of religious 
bigotry, it was to raise the moral character of the citizen to unassailable 
heights. But somehow or another these various means have failed, and 
every one of our favourite nostrums has gone astray. What a failure the : 
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“WHY I RESIGNED.” 
Dr. HOCKMAN AND CONSERVATIVE JUDAISM. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Rabbi Dr. SALIS DAICHES 2, Salem Hill 
Scuth, Sunderland. 


Str,—The news of the resignation of the Rev. Dr. J. Hockman from the 
New West End Synagogue has come as a surprise to his colleagues, and as some- 
thing like a shock to his friends. (I am glad to be able to count myseif among 
the latter as well as among the former.) Very few will withhold from Dr. 
Hockman the admiration which is due to a man who—in a world full of selfish- 
ness and materialism,.at a time when the struggle for position, the longing for 
recognition, the fight for “ sunny places” that yield comfort and gratify ambition, 
are so keen and overwhelming—casts all worldly considerations aside, relinquishes 
a post which has been regarded as the prize of his profession, and is apparently 
determined to bring his career in the pulpit to a sudden end because—in his own 
words—he “ would rather be honest than a wise hypocrite to the end of his days.” 
Nor will any man of principle quarrel with Dr. Hockman for having revealed to 
your readers his conception of “ conservative Judaism” or for having confessed 
that he could not continue his work in the New West End Synagogue without 
laying himself open to the charge of hypocrisy, even if the charge came onl; 
from his own conscience. 


There is, however, the danger to be guarded against that those of your 
readers who are unable to form their own conception of what is right or wrong in 
matters Jewish, or to examine for themselvesthe views and utterances of a man 
who ts regarded as an exponent of Judaism, will! be carried away by their admira- 
tion for the transparent honesty and self-sacrifice of Dr, Ilockman to a complete 
agreement with the views expressed by him and a full endorsement of the sugges- 
tions and proposals which are contained in the interview with bim in the columns 
of last week's JEWist! CHRONICLE. 


It is because of this danger—which I know is a real one—that I feel com- 
pelled to write these lines and to remind your readers of the necessity of 
distinguishing between the loftness of Dr. Hockman's views as subjective motives 
for his resignation and the objective correctness of his conception of Judaism, or 
the truth contained in his interpretation of Orthodoxy. 

Dr. Hockman's ideal is a “ ree Conservative Synagogue,” a synagogue 
in which there will be no discrepancy between profession and practice, and in 
which it will be left to the discretion of the minister or the members to abrogate 
certain laws, to do away with certain practices (which in themselves are not 
demanded by Jewish Law) and to introduce new barriers against assimilation. In 
his new synagogue there is to be no room for insincerity or hypocrisy. For the 
evils prevailing in the old synagogue will be removed, In the old synagogue “the 
congregation outwardly pretend to conform to the old ordinances, but in actual 
fact they do not.” In the new synagogue this “ dissonance between profession 
and practice” will disappear. Not that the “ practice ” will be enforced, but the 
“ profession” will be given up. A child, e.g., whose’ parents “ ride on Saturday 
or eat butter after meat,” will not be taught that these things are forbidden, and 
it will not be tempted to answer “ But we don't keep these things at home.” Thus 
“life would be allowed to do its work,” and “ Judaism would become a religion of 
joy which one could teach with love.” 

Another evil is the language of prayer. Hebrew must give way to the 
vernacular. Yet another evil is the separation of the sexes. Men and women 
must sit together (hatless?). And members must be allowed to drive up to the 
synagoue in taxi-cabs and motor-cars. 

Is there anything new in all this? Hadnot Dr. Hockman named his ideal 
synagogue the ‘‘ Free Conservative Synagogue " your readers would probably 
have had no difficulty in recalling to their minds the “Free Synagogue of New 
York,” the Liberal Synagogue in our metropolis, and the hundred and one kinds 
of Reform Synagogues established on the continents of Europe and America by 
the Holdheims, the Geigers, the Wises, and so many other teachers of reform. 
The surprising fact about Dr. Hockman's proposal is that his ideal synagogue .s 
to be styled “ conservative” and that it is to be regarded asa barrier against 
assimilation, “‘as a centre of Jewish life and Jewish activity,” and of “a conscicus 
(Jewish) mission.” Has anything more paradoxical ever been suggested ? 
“ Inconsistency and hypocrisy" seem to be mild terms in comparison with the 
words by which the “ Free Conservative Synagogue ” would have to be described. 

I should not like your readers to think thatin pointing out the inconsistenc.es 
in Dr. Hockman's proposals my object is to defend the United Synagogue and 
its constitution, or the ecclesiastical system which it has evolved for the protection 
of the interests of Orthodox Judaism. My only object is to warn your readers 
against Dr. Hockman’s conception of “Conservative JuJaism”™ and against the 
remedies suggested by him for evils, the existence of which we all recognise and 
the perpetuation of which is bound to follow the acceptance of those remed/es. 

It is quite evident that Dr. Hockman recognises the authority of the 
Shuichan Aruch only so far as its teachings agree with his qwn views, and that 
there is a danger in his quoting the Rabbinic codes in the matter, ¢ g., of women 
taking part in the Synagogue service, while he evidently ignores not only the 
Shulchan Aruch and the Talmud but also the Pentateuch in the matter of the 
dietary laws and similar essentials—essentials which concern not only the service 
in he Synagogue but Jewish life in the home. 

I agree with Dr. Hockman that apart from its { caction as a house of prayer 
the Synagogue is also intended to be a centre of Jewish activity, Jewish life, 
Jewish teaching, and a symbol of Jewish unity as a people. It is quite true that 
“ it is the one basis of Organisation which the Jews in the Diaspora have,” and 
that we are to-day more in need of this organisation than we have ever been ip 
the course of our history. But this, surely, is all the more reason, aper. from 
all other considerations, why the traditional character of our Synagogue and its 
services should be rigidly preserved ; why Hebrew should remain our language 
of prayer; why riding to the synagogue should be discou:aged ; why our cliicren 
should be taught that “they must only partake of meat ritually prepared,” no 
matter what the “practice” of their fatbers is. This is all the more reason why 
we should continue the separation of the sexes in the synagogue, and retain all 
those traditional observances that bring home to us and to our children the 
difference between a synagogue and a church. 

Those who deny the Unity of the Jewish people, and see no future for 
Israel but that of complete absorption by the nations among whom they live, are

perhaps right*in advocating Reform and changing the character of the Synagogue 
in every country in accordance with ‘' the requirements of modern life.” But men 
like Dr. Hockman, who believe in the Unity of Israel and his future asa people, 
ought to think twice before committing themselves to the policy of a “ Free 
Synagogue,” even if the word “ Conservative” is inserted in the title. More- 
over, the experiments suggested are in no sense new, Thev have all been tried 
and found disastrous. Why suggest them again as new remedies and artificially 
hasten the process of disintegration and dissolution which Dr. Hockman himself 
i$ SO anxious to prevent’ Is this the way to counteract the overwhelming 
disasters which have come upon the Jewish millions as a result of the war, and is 
this the time to preach Must we add internal disruption 
in our communities in the West to the outward breaking-up of the Jewish com- 
munities in the East? And in view of all that modern cultute and civilisation have 
brought to Europe, how can thinking men still persist in pointing to “ modern 
life and its requirements " as something to which ancient Judaism and its prac- 
tices must give way, or maintain that “the variation of the circumstances in which 

live demands the adaptation of those ordinances to the changing times.” 
Surely, the only lesson that Jewish preachers to-day could bring home to their 
congregations and the only cry which Jewish leaders all over the world could 
sensibly utter to-day is: “ To thy tents, O Israel.”

The separation of the sexes in 
the synagogue dates as far back as the reign of King Solomon when he built the 
first Temple in the year 2928.

Mishna 5: The Ladies’ Gallery was 
135 x 135 cubits, divided off from the men by a staircase of fifteen stairs to corre- 
spond with the fifteen psalms from cxx. to cxxxv.; see No. 17 in the Architect's 
plans, pp. 40 ard 4}. 

The reason for this separation of the sexes we find in the Talmud Succa, 
p. 51.b, ORT they may skylark with each other. 

These Jewish requirements will remain even to the time of the Messiah, as we 
find in Zachariah xii., 12, 13, 14: “All the families that remain every family apart 
See Talmud)\Succa, p. 52a. 
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and their wives apart. 


Ir WERE A MINISTER.

Sik,—In common with many others I feel that great credit is due to Dr. 
Hockman for the example which he has set us by his courage and by his readiness 
to sacrifice material prospects for the sake of convictions. One can-only hope 
that his strength of character and the force of his abilities will secure him a posi- 
tion of equal importance in whatever sphere of work he undertakes. 

But I feel bound to join issue with him on the motives which, according to 
the interview in your last number, induced him to take this step. Hesays, in 
effect, that he resigned his post because he came to the conclusion that Conserva- 
tive Judaism was a failure, or rather that such practice of Conservative Judaism 
as is permitted within the boundaries of the United Synagogue is a failure. To 
my mind he is wrong in two ways. First, it is possible for a minister under the 
United Synagogue to have a freer hand than Dr. Hockman alleges; the United 
Synagogue is not so black as he has painted it. Secondly, the tendency of Dr. 
Hockman’s efforts, as stated in his interview, was not Conservative. 

To come to my first point: Dr. Hockman says that he has failed because 
the restrictions of the United Synagogue prevented him from bringing Conserva- 
tive Judaism into harmony with the needs of the day. But, according to his own 
showing, the very things for which he has been striving have been other than 
Conservative. ‘Let us take them seriatim. 

We begin with the position of women. It is impossible to establish the 
thesis that Judaism relegates women toasubservient position. Has Dr. Hockman 
overlooked the immense field of Mitzvoth which are a woman's peculiar concern? 
Has he set himself to see that the women learn, understand, and say their 
prayers, not only the prescribed prayers, but practise the habit of private 
devotion? Has he set himself out to make them more devoted to the early 
religious training of their children? Has he visited homes and taught the 
mothers to kindle the Sabbath Light, to say the blessing over the dough, to 
provide the requisites for every Mitzvah for the husband's use, and assist him in 
the carrying out of his religious duties? Has he seen that, in addition to the 
Mitzvoth which are especially theirs, they take part jin those which they 
share in common with their husbands? Has he, above all, laboured to show what 
a vast spiritual meaning is involved in the apparently prosaic routine of the 
common round and daily task as taught by the Shulcham Aruch, and that the 
precepts of the Shulchan Aruch are kept in the spirit as well as in the letter ? 
And, Gnally, has he brought home to his women congregants the fact that on them 
—and on them principally—depends the purity of the Jewish life? Or has he set 
himself to preach Votes {or Women ? 

After all, what are the “great disabilities” under which women labour? 
First of all, that they have special seats, and if Dr. Hockman will consult 
clergymen of other denominations he will find, as I have done, almost invariably, 
that they regard the separation of the sexes as conducive to devotion and that in 
many cases the Church seeks to follow the Synagogue by assigning different 

locks for ladies and gentlemen. And, secondly, that they do not lead in congre- 
gational prayer. According to Dr. Hockman’s own showing, even the gentlemen 
of his congregation are unable to do so (I do not mean any reflection on the 
members of his Synagogue); but even if the ladies were, in the words of the 
Haggadah all learned and all intelligent and all cognisant of the Law,” the 
practical difficulties are obviously so insuperable and so unsuitable for discussion 
that we need not pursue them any further. Besides, Dr. Hockman has said nothing 
about a woman directing the devotions of her home, which is in many ways the 
peculiar privilege of a Jewish mother. 

Now let us take the language of prayer. Of course, there is no objection, on 
the face of it, to the introduction of a certain amount of English, but there is the 

grave danger that by so doing Hebrew will be imperilled, and this danger is a 
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very real one, It is quite easy to compare two synagogues in terms of the amount 
of English that they have adopted, and one can then quite easily draw a curve 
showing the relation between the increase of English in the service ani the 
decrease of Hebrew knowledge among the members of the congregation. At the 
synagogue to which I have the honour to belong the state of Hebrew knowledge 
is very fair. Both adults and children would be capable of passing a very satis- 
factory examination in the meaning of the Prayer Book, amount of prayers known 
by heart—or rather will ] say in their heart—an ability to follow the service. But 
at other places of worship where English has been introduced it has proved a 
horse-leech and has devoured the Hebrew. 

If I had the mental and spiritual gifts necessary to become a Jewish minister, 


with which gifts Dr. Hockman is richly endowed, I know exactly what I should 


set myself to do. Whether I should succeed is another matter, but no one can 
blame a fool for rushing in if he believes himself to be right. I should begin by 
a crusade for more Hebrew. This Dr. Hockman has done I know, but I cannot 
help feeling he has perhaps made a mistake in trying to teach Hebrew as a living 
language, with the result that some of his congregants have been trained to read 
modern Hebrew literature with facility, while failing to know the Bible and 
Prayer Book. Hebrew, for our purposes, is not hard to teach. I speak as one 
who has had experience. The old method of interlinear prayer-books is bad ; so 
is the living language method. The only way is to treat Hebrew on purely 
linguistic fines. In the case of adults who are content to give up a weekly evening 
or two in the winter months, the task is easy. I have taken a lad of seventeen, 
who could not read his letters, through the Book of Jonah in a winter term. Even 
the third-rate theological students can pass the Tripos requirements, which mean 
two set books, unseens, etc., after a year's work, while the majority of their time 
is claimed by other subjects. Now, on the ene hand, Iam unwilling to believe 
that the average Jewish young man and woman possesses less intelligence than a 
Christian colleague; on the other hand, I need not point out what a useful store 
of Hebrew is acquired by knowing moderately well, say, the first Book of Samuel, 
and by being able to translate a straightforward passage fron the historical books. 
The secret lies in getting them to realise the necessity of Hebrew, and this Dr. 
Hockman has done, otherwise some of his pupils whom I have in my mind would 
not now be able to read madern Hebrew literature so well as they do. In the 
case of children the task is still easier, because more time is availabie. The 
secret again lies in the method, that.is to say, to teach writing before reading. 

Now as to the sérvices. First and foremost I should impress on all that the 
statutory service must not gupersede private devotion. I would do away with all 
“show” services; 1 would insist on the equal importance of all. I would try to 
point out what one might call the by-paths of the liturgy, for it is there that the 
greatest beauty will be found. I would, for example, devote a course of imstruc- 
tion to explaining the Selichoth, which contain such wonderful gems, and which 
are unfortunately so little known. Having spent the best part of a year on this 
task, I should probably be rewarded by seeing a better attendance at the morning 
services before New Year. Look at the immense gain I should have achieved by 
this. I should have extended the period of introspection and repentance {rom 
its present exiguous limits of a couple of hours on New Year and a few more on 
Kippur and, in addition, raised the standard of Hebrew very considerably. 

Then I should turn my attention to the choir and make it less operatic and 
more congregational. I would place it in a visible position, where lack of atten- 
tion would be impossible while the Chazan was reading. I would try, as far as 
possible, to enlist voluntary singers from the members of the congregation, even 
if the standard of music suffered thereby. Then I would see that, as is the 
case in my Own synagogue, everybody had a certain part in the service very 
frequently, certain privileges being reserved for boys, others for lads, some for 
those who assisted the congregation in other spheres—in short, I would see 
that each congregant not only felt at home and was able to follow, but that, 
if 1 may borrow a military expression, “every private should be practised in 
commanding a platoon.” 

Thén | would try to eradicate the popular fallacy that a synagogue must be 
run on the lines of a church. There are frequently two methods arousing 
spirituality and there is a tendency to abandon ours for the Christian one, which 
may, no doubt, be equally efficacious. But this has a very bad result. For 
example: it is a custom of English society to indulge in a Church Parade, and we 
have unfortunately copied this fashion. What is the consequence? In most 
synagogues the most important part and the most beautiful part of the service is 
omitted or hurried through and all the pomp and circumstance of choir and ser- 
mon are devoted to the Musaf, which is of far less importance. Now, I would 
reverse this. I would have the Psalms sung beautifully and carefully (here again 
I cannot help calling attention to my own synagogue); and I would also follow 
their example of having the first part of the service up tothe Song of Moses read 
by a junior member of the Congregation. The Psalms which are thus acquired 
form a devotional stock-in-trade that can never be lost. 

Then I would take the Mitsvoth in turn and show how necessary each one 
is, and the underlying thoughts which are connected with each one, and that it is 
not effete. How little can Dr. Hockman know human nature if he advocates 
riding on Sabbath. Does he want the week-end habit to kill Sabbath abso- 
lutely? Does he want the vestige of the synagogue that is left to disappear in 
favour of golf, a result which is inevitable, the moment riding, etc., is tolerated ? 

Then take the question of food. I would, of course, take up the cudgels for 
Kashruth—although I cannot hope to do this as effectively as the late Mrs. Morris 
Joseph did against so doughty an opponent as Mr. Claude Montefiore, and Mrs. 
Joseph, by the way, was not a member of a conservative synagogue—but I would 
use to the fullest advantage the lever which this has given me for inculcating 
other lessons. I would deduce the necessity of saying grace at all times, and | 
would inveigh against the gluttony of spending two and a half hours at a 
ceremonial dinner and then curtailing the benediction to an equal number of 
seconds. I would show how the separation of food is intended to remind us that 
on every occasion when we are brought into close social touch with our Christian 
friends we must remember that we are Jews, and if we always keep this in mind 
we should be safe from the risk of intermarriage. 

- I certainly would not teach this to children without tackling the parents first. 


I would get them to realise their parental duties and seeing that they are keen 
enough on Judaism not only to attend my synagogue but also to bring their 


children, and further to welcome me to their houses. I should feel that the faul: 
was mine if I failed to gain my point and their co-operation; but if I did fail I 
would boldly tell the children that they ought to observe the Sabbath and the 
dietary laws, and that if their parents did not do so they were inerror, For I 
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should consider that my daty lay towards the future and not_merely towards the 
present. 

I have spoken before about the modelling of our synagogue ideals on the lines 
of the church. Even with this erroneous preconception much can be done. I 
was speaking some time ago to a religious young lady who lamented the absence 
in Judaism of vigils and the mystic life. There are many who would gladly come 
to such vigil as we keep on the night before Pentecost and Hoshana Rabba if they 
only knew of them and their deep meanings. There are others who study the 
Christian Mystics because they are unaware of the existence of such books as the 
introduction to the Rokeah and some of the finer writings of the Jewish Mystics. 

I have said enough in this long letter to outline the conception of Conserva- 
tive Judaism which in my opinion a minister should follow. If Dr. Hockman 
had worked on these lines I should have admitted that if a minister endowed with 
zealand gifts like his had failed, there must be some need for remodelling. But 
avowedly he has not done so, but advocates riding on Sabbath and teaching 
children to neglect the dietary laws if their parents do so. How then 
can he claim to have advocated Conservative Judaism? In his journal, 
the Jewish Review, Dr. Hockman preached Zionism as a cure for 
those who were sick of the life of Mitsvoth. Is that Conservative 
Judaism? Iam sure that the late Mr. Singer never advocated the neglect of 
Sabbath and Kashruth, and surely in his Kfetime the New West End Synagague 
furnished an ideal example of all that a congregation should be. 

Now I fail to see how the United Synagogue could have prevented Dr. 
Hockman from. preaching anything that I have mentioned above. As an 
institution it is neither more nor less ideal than any other human institution, but 
on the whole it works well, and further, Dr. Hockman should be the last to 
complain—he has been given considerable latitude. He has been allowed to have 
a mixed choir ; he has been allowed to make the experiment of anglicising the 
services ; and he has not been reprimanded for refusing to return thanks in the 
prescribed benediction for the privilegé of wearing Tallis and Tephillin, etc. He 
has not been allowed to give his lady seatholders votes, and this I admit is wrong; 
he has not been given a voice on the Board of Management, and this I also admit 
is not merely wrong, but a disgrace, comparable only to the exclusion of the staff 
from the Council of Jews’ College. In these two points I agree he is quite right, 
but when he complains about the triennial cycle, we part company. There is no 


greater pleasure than Leésaning and a Minister's time can be spent no more 


profitably than in preparing the Law and in inducing voluntary readers of the 
Law to come forward and help. But in spite of all the historical analogies from 
Egypt, it would be difficult to maintain that the conventional way of reading the 
Law in an annual cycle is contrary to Conservative Judaism. And so the United 
Synagogue cannot be fairly accused of. opposing Conservative Judaism by its 
resolve to maintain the annual cycle. 

In conclusion, I see the difficulties of Dr... Hockman’s position. There is 
only one means of success, and that is to have your standard clearly defined ; 
say, “I am going to stick to the Shulchan Aruch through thick and thin,” then 
everybody, yourself included, will know exactly where you are and what to expect 
of you. Work your congregation up to that standard, teach it, explain it, preach 
it, and never part from it one inch. By so doing you are bound to be consistent 
and if you do fail you will at least have the satisfaction of knowing that your 
personality is to blame, and this is emphatically not the case with Dr. Hockman. 


“IGNORANT AND INAPPRECIATIVE LAYMEN.”’

Sir,—Dr. Hockman's resignation and his reasons for so doing must have 
awakened those among us who care anything for the welfare of our community 
to a sense of the coming catastrophe with which we are threatened in our 
religious life. The awakening for some has undoubtedly been rude, whilst 


others have seen the inevitable day approaching with no uncertain steps. A 
spirit of lethargy and carelessness has long obsessed us, has insinuated itself into 
our synagogues, and has poisoned the blood and vital organs of our community. 
We have become hopelessly anamic in that our worship has become a farce, 
and our responsible officials have failed miserably in the execution of their 
duties. Apart from the general indifference which pervades all branches of 
our communal activity, the reason for the synagogue’s decrepitude is to be 
found in the perverted relations which prevail thronghout. The minister has 
ceased to be the living force and theentire religious administration has passed into 
the hands of the laity. The minister has degenerated into the “ paid’ servant,” 
who must pay an unqualified homage to his employers; be has become a mere 
puppet in the hands of ignorant and inappreciative laymen. If he projects any 
design he must first obtain a WWifrom his Council. The situation has become 
perfectly outrageous, and drastic and sweeping measures are necessary to remedy 
the disease. We must recognise that the synagogue in all its ramifications is the 
domain of the minister alone ; he must be unémpeded and allowed a free hand in 
his work of establishing a true religious spirit among his congregants. If we do 
not realise this and fail to treat the minister with the respect which his position 
rightly demands, there is no hope of Israel becoming a vital religious force. Once 
we adopta proper attitude towards the minister and view his position in its true 
perspective, thenal! other synagogal wrongs will right themselves naturally. Illiter- 
ate Chazanim who pester us with discordant melodies will rapidly vanish ; there will 
be no more davening by electricity, and the choir, paid to make the congregational 
responses while we converse at our ease, will follow in the wake of their ill- 
fated leader. The synagogue will only become a house of prayer for all when 
it has caased to be a music hall and business exchange. To remedy these and 
other evils too numerous to mention, we must place our minister in his true 
domain in- the synagogue and not merely relegate bis activities to the pulpit. 
And we must choose our ministers with these objects in view. 

Dr. Hockman proposes the establishment of a Conservative Free Syna- 
gogue. What this may mean exactly I find it hard to say. Is the freedom to be 
the privilege of each individual member, or is it to be the function of the syna- 
gogue as a whole? In either case, vast difficulties can be foreseen,

As to the language of prayer, all Dr. Hockman says is not new under the 
sun. LForthose who do notunderstand Hebrew Mr Singer's book willamply do. 
But Hebrew must be used in the synagogue whether Dr. Hockman likes it or 
not. He longs for the restoration of Zion. What language will he permit to be 
used in the Temple ? 

Dr. Hockman's grievance is that he is not allowed to attend the meetings 
of the Board of Management and ‘the various Commitiees inorder to make use 
of his influence. In this desire he does not stand alone. There is hardly any 
minister in the United Synagogue who, though a paid servant, wants to over- 
rule his employers. . I do not put my trust in the clergy I know what the 
essere clergy has done with regard to education. Thank God we Jews have no 
clergy. 


Dr. Hockman’'s resignation has caused a storm in a glass of water. It will 
soon be forgotten. 


WOMAN AND THE SYNAGOGUE. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Mrs. ELIZABETH SOLOMONS, 37, High.

SiR,—With your permission, I should like to add to the expression of opinion 
on the part of Dr. Hockman concerning the place of women in the synagogue. 

To the thinking mind, it must seem remarkable that with the various pro 
gressive forces leading to women's emancipation, the synagogue, like other 
religious bodies, has taken no bold and decided attitude. Without doubt, the 
synagogue, as a constructive body, has stagnated while public opinion has forged 
ahead, and when all is considered the forces of modern thought do not necessarily 
come into conflict with the old Jewish ideas of the status held by women. This 
status contrasted most favourably with that occupied’ by the women of other 
nations, and the Rabbis infused into their teaching of Judaism a finer, nobler 
spirit of tolerance and of enlightenment, and their chivalrous regard for women 
served to heighten the infinitely lower and degraded position the Church Fathers 
assigned to her. 

It rnust be borne in mind that. with the broadening spirit of Judaism was 
undoubtedly blended the narrow Oriental conception of the sole function of 
woman. The Jewish woman, while forced to limit her aspirations to the domestic 
sphere alone, was not given any opportunity for self-development or intellectual 
improvement. The education of girls was entirely neglected. And this, in spite 
of the recognition of the woman's deeper religious force where the upbringing of 
the children was concerned, and the general acceptance of the part assigned to 
her in the religious observances of the family in the home. : 

Now that orthodox Judaism has been inevitably impelled by the forces of 
Western civilisation, it should summon moral courage enough to temper its views 
with more catholicity of judgment, with more broad-mindedness of view, to free 
itself from the fetters of narrow tradition and the trammels of blind prejudice 

In the Synagogue woman's function is more in the nature of a follower than 
ofaleader. Indeed, the Oriental trait in Jewish religious life is but the centre of 
the circle of woman's disabilities. Any attempt to break down antiquated barriers 
is one which, in a community of conservative thought, must meet with bitter 
opposition, yet it should be borne in mind that Time modilies and enlarges: The 
Jewish woman of to-day is but the resultant of the two opposite forces of Eastern 
tradition and Western culture; and in the natural evolution of a progressive religion 
these two forces can be so harmonised as to strengthen religious faith and his- 
toric consciousness. 

The United Synagogue Act is in part a piece of antiquated: machinery, and 
few have thought it worth while even to consider the necessity for overhauling 
it. The expression of Dr. Hockman’s views is, indeed, a timely exhortation to 
us to “serve in newness of spirit and not in oldness of the letter.” 


‘A MATTER FOR CONGRATULATION.”

Sir,—I should like to be allowed to advance some reasons for regarding the 
retirement of the Rev. Dr. Hockman from the ministry of the New West End 
Synagogue, not, as you suggest, “as an extremely regrettable thing,” but as a 
matter for congratulation. It is not many years since the appointment of Dr, 
Hockman to succeed Mr. Singer at St. Petersburgh Place created some stir in the 
community. There were many at the time who thought that a grievous mistake 
had been made, and these have since had numerous opportunities of being con- 
firmed in their opinion. 

It is notorious that when Dr. Hockman was a candidate for the position, he 
succeeded in securing the support of the late Lord Swaythling, and to do so he 
must’ have held, or professed, orthodox principles. It is clear that he has now 
either disclosed his real opinions, or that, within a comparatively few years since 
his appointment, he has changed his convictions; and the congregation are now 
brought face to face with the fact that when they appointed Dr. Hockman they 
appointed a young man of no settled convictions and one who was, therefore, 
unfit to act as a religious guide. Dr. Hockman frankly throws in his lot with the 
Reform wing of the community, and it is very surprising that you could, fora 
single moment, suggest that an effort should be made to retain his services for 
the pulpit from which he has just resigned. __ | 

I do not deny that there are many absurdities and anachronisms in the gon- 
stitution of the United Synagogue, but the United Synagogue is not synonymous 
with Judaism, and it is a sorry confession of intellectual weakness to plead the 
United Synagogue Act as an excuse for abandoning definite principles of the 
Jewish faith. 

I quite agree that many Jews fall very far short of complete observance of 
the many salutary disciplinary regulations which orthodox Judaism imposes, but 
that should be no excuse for the abolition of these high standards of religious 
life, any more than the existence of crime should be am excuse for the abrogation 
or modification of the Ten Commandments themselves. It does not—as Dr. 
Hockman seems to suggest—require a hypocrite to guide an orthodox congréga- 
tion even in the conditions of modern life, and no intellectual gymnastics 
are necessary to reconcile these conditions with the requirements of Judaism. 
Dr. Hockman has shown himself lacking in stability, and to my mind he has not 
shown courage by resigning from his charge, just the reverse. But I do not base 
my view that the New West End Synagogue should be congratulated on Dr, 
Hockman’s resignation merely on the views published in your last issue. I do 
not deny him the possession of considerable gifis—gifts which have been more 
than once placed at the disposal of worthy causes. But I cannot look up to him 
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with veneration as a religious leader, and I know that there are many who concur 
with me in this.

Sir,—One cannot let pass unanswered the view expressed by Dr. Hockman 
that “there is nothing inconsistent with the spirit and purpose of traditional 
Judaism” in altering now the recognised orthodox code of laws. It is one of the 
earliest and undisputed Rabbinical dictums that 3 713° 
ADMINS NIN that the Rabbinical authorities of one age 
may not repeal the laws decreed by the sages of a previous age, unless the former 
are superior to the latter both in wisdom and in numbers. 

We may in this age have the advantage of numbers, but can we with truth 
assert that we possess in this world the superiors to our ancient Rabbis whose 
memories were rendered immortal by their vast and one might say superhuman 
amount of knowledge? Discarding Jewish traditional customs certainly clashes 
with both the letter and spirit of the Rabbinical Judaism, which has kept us 
alive as a nation. 

The *‘ repellent atmosphere of the synagogue to the sensitive minds of the 
young,” of which Dr. Hockman speaks, is due at least equally as much to their 
ignorance of the laws of Judaism as to the insincerity of their elders. : 

Therefore it would be far better and proper to organise Study Circles in 
Jewish laws and customs among Jewish young men and youths of all classes that 
they might gain a true opinion of them, than aid them, through the medium of 
“reform,” to drift into atheism. 


“ AN INSINCERE MINISTRY.”

Sir,—No man or woman, who has the real moral and religious welfare of 
the young at heart, can read without deep feelings of sympathy and admiration 
the honest and noble utterances expressed by Dr. Hockman in the interview you 
published in your journal! last week.

The matters he most particularly mentions apparently carry him no further 
than the same plane as the Derkeley Street and Hill Street Synagogues. 
Of course, we are always invited to accept all reforms and assimilations under the 
comforting belief that such deviations from ancient ritual lead to greater 
spirituality. But bave they done so ? 

Often have I asked the question of others as well of myself. I therefore 
diffidently venture to give my feeling and belief‘ with regard to the everlasting 
beating of the air which attends the never-ending contentions attending synagogue 
services. 

All attempts at reform are well nigh useless to attain fervency, and, there- 
fore, spirituality without the heart and soul can be moved only on the genesis of a 
firm foundation. Therefore it can be said, unless a Jew has it ever foremost in his 
mind that he is proud of his race and faith, there will be no sincerity and he is 
only a Jew in name. 

To illustrate the above the admirable letter of Mr. Oswald John Simon in 
your issue of the 20th inst. (re the Maccabeans and alien Jews) is characteristic 
of atrue Jew. Why cannot the Anglo-Jewish community keep their faith ina 
fervent and a more strict observance? Cannot the ministry tell their 
congregations openly and strenuously the simple truth how we are to give up a 
little worldly gain and do scmsthing consistent to preserve race and faith ? 

All I havé ventured to say appeals with greater force at the present time of 
Our national tribulation. Is there not a “ writing on the wall ” ?

doctrine of culture has proved! “ Educate, educate, educate,” has been 
the cry, and that will put all things right. Bring in the schoolmaster, and 
he will chase away the dark shadows which have made life burdensome. 
Bring in the schoolmaster, and he will gradually diffuse zsthetical ideas which 
will elevate mankind and introduce a happier state of aSairs into society. The 
exponents of this school were, until the other day, enthusiastic in their 
advocacy of the one and only method by which—in their opinion—society 
couldbesaved. They talked of thegreat thingsto be accomplished when refine- 
ment and education had filtered down from the upper classes to the working 
classes. But culture has been the watchword of the German people for 
more than fifty years, and what has been its effect upon them? Is the 
world the better and happier for the benefits it is supposed to diffuse ? 
Others of a more practical turn of mind think that the world can be set 
right by legislative means, “ Better laws and greater freedom are what is 
wanted,” they say, “to elevate the people.” Improved sanitation, shorter 
hours, and better pay are all that is needed to hasten the millennium. And 
more recently statesmen have been talking as if all would be well if we © 
could make the people sober. Not till we strike the monster of intemperance 
to the earth, they declare, can we have a free and happy and prosperous 
nation. | 
THE SEAT OF THE TROUBLE. 

Now there is much truth in a great deal of what has been said by the 
advocates of these various systems. Within certain limits the disciples of 
these different schools of thought are right. That they will ever reach the 
root of the matter is another thing. They are no new doctrines, they are 
not being pushed for the first time. Long have men tried them. And 
what has been the result where they have had freest play ? A perfect 
cure? An approach to an ideal state of peace and contentment? Alas! 
as we know to our bitter cost, no. In some cases one or other of them, or 
all of them together, may have contributed to render. life easier, or more 
comfortable to individuals here and there; but none of them, nor all of 
them together, have been able to heal the hurt of humanity. Theyare but 
the purple patches with which men seek to hide the festering sores. He 
who thinks to put things right by them has made a false diagnosis of the 
trouble. What the world is suffering from at this moment is not a surface 
sore to be healed with a little ointment, it is not a slight ailment which a 
little attention will remove. The trouble is deeper than that. We are 
suffering to-day not from war, but from the roots of war. These roots 
are in the heart, in the blood, in the innermost centre of our being, and 
till they are expelled from that citadel there can be no hope 
for us in the world. What mankind demands to-day is a 
radical change of. heart. ‘ Create in me a new heart, O God, and renew a 
right spirit within me.’’ We cannot transform mankind by altering its 
surroundings. Nor will art, or culture; or circumstances put the world 
right. In those periods in the history of the race in which culture has been 
most pronounced, when arts flourished and sciences increased, when poetry 
and painting and music were held in highest esteem, when beauty of sound 
and form and colour were lifted to the rank of gods, do we find great purity 
and happiness? The buried cities of the past reveal to us the misery of 
magnificence and the corruption of luxury. The buried cities of the present 
reveal to us the failure to reap the fruits of civilisation which is the 
disappointment of our age. What, then, is wrong with our times? Where 
are we to look for a cure for the evils that afflict us? We are to look for 
it, not in the nostrums and specifics that from time to time have been offered 
to humanity, but in obedience to the divine law which,in our ignorance or 
our wilfulness, we have so grossly violated. By cherishing spiteful feelings 
one against the other, by indulging in envy and hatred, greed and ambition, 
we have brought upon the world the miseries we deplore. When we shail 
have learnt to feel.and act differently, these miseries will disappear. ‘ And 
He said: If thou wilt diligently hearken to the voice of the Lord thy God, 
and wilt do that which is right in His eyes, and wilt give ear to His 
Commandments and keep His Statutes, then I will put none of these 
diseases upon thee which I have brought upon the Egyptians, for 1 am the 
Lord that healeth thee.” 


JUVENILE SERVICES. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Rev. W. STOLOFF, 24, Sarre Road, 
Cricklewood, N.W. 


Sir,—My friend, the Rev. J. F. Stern, has appealed to experienced teachers 
to express their views on the question of juvenile services. As a teacher of twenty- 
five years’ experience, both in the provinces and London, I will endeavour to 
answer his appeal. & 

I did not intend entering into this controversy, although I am deeply 
interested in the whole qu2stion, but the remarks made by Mr. H. Weinstein I 
feel cannot be allowed to pass unchallenged. Mr. Weinstein has spoken of the 
snobbishness inherent in Jewish youth, which, he says, is being encouraged 
and fostered in the synagogue. In the synagogue—mind you—not in the Talmud 
Torah. Then, Mr. Weinstein feels that the synagogue isa failure. Does he 
advocate the closing of the synagogue just as he advocates the closing of the 
Talmud Tora? He quotes the Barmitzvah ceremony as having no religious 
value. This may be so in the religion classes, but I can assure him it is not so in 
the Talmud Torah. The Barmitzvah of a Talmud Torah boy does not begin and 
end on the Sabbath when he reads the portion of the Law. He is taught 
previously the significance of the ceremony. He understands the use and signifi- 
cance of the Tephillin, and he knows the meaning of every word he utters in the 
synagogue, and what he reads there he Las a knowledge of prior to his attaining 
the thirteenth year, because it forms part of the curriculum of the Talmud Torab. 

It has already been pointed out that those’ juvenile services were not an occa- 
sion for display. They are really part of the work of the Talmud Torah, which work

MANCHESTER, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 

A well attended meeting, although organisea a: short notice, was held at Derby 
Hall, Cheetham, on Sunday, when addresses were delivered by M. Nahum 
Sokolow and Mr. Herman Landau. Mr. Levy Davis, who 
presided, said they had met to take counsel on the serious 
position 4f their brethren who were enduring much suffering in 
Poland owing to the war. He felt very proud at presiding ata 
meeting at which men like Mr. Herman Landau—so well-known 
as a philanthropist and one who lost no opportunity of proclaiming himself a 
Polish Jew—and M. Nahum Sokolow, a man who was so shining an ornament in 
Hebrew literature, were to deliver addresses. Probably no two men in England 
to-day were capable of speaking with greater authority on the Polish question 
than they. The Manchester Fund which started well several months ago had 
managed to collect some /1,400, but the effort had now fallen somewhat flat. 
The working classes had supported it in the earlier stages, but even they appeared 
now somewhat indifferent to their obligations, and as to the wealthier classes, 
many of them had held almost entirely aloof from supporting the Fund. 

Mr. HERMAN LANDAU apologised for the absente of the Treasurer of the 
Central Fund, Mr. Otto Schiff, who was busily engaged in providing for the 
needs of refugees. His (Mr. Landau's) experience showed that in their appeals 
for this Fund the working classes had been much more generous than their 
wealthier brethren. In London some people had set aside ten per cent. of their 
earnings for the Fund. The bulk of the 422,000 which had been collected had 
come from the working class Jews of this country. The money had been sent to 
Baron Ginzburg s Committee, who were dealing with it as effectively as possible, 
but the condition of affairs was so abnormal, so alarming, that centres for relief 
had been established in several of the larger Kussian towns and it was not found 
possible to give more than five kopecks per family aday. He must appeal now 
for even more than charity, he must ask his people to make sacrifices. He must 
remind them of ancient times, when the women of Israel took off their ornaments 
and gave them willingly for a cause less deserving than that for which he now 
pleaded. Nothing but sacrifices such as those would now save their people in 
those parts where so much misery and dis‘ress existed. A great number of people 
had entrusted him with considerable sums of money for their poor relatives in the 
war area, but he regretted to say that he had not been able to hand over such 
sums through their representatives, but by contributing to the Central Fund they 
might be sure that all would benefit from tt through the organisations headed by 
Baron Ginzburg. If they failed in their duty they would jeopardise the 
position of the vast number of their brethren in Poland. It was quite 
true that Jews generally who were living in Poland were well treated by 
the Germans, but such treatment only compromised them and was meant 
to convey to Russia: that the Jews were spies. Mr. Landau went on to 
state what efforts had been made by the committee in London in organising 
concerts, in weekly collections, and in large meetings at one of which in pennies 
alone something like 450 had been received. If Jews constituted themselves into 
missionaries for this urgent cause and appealed even to non-Jews they would be 
all the more respected for demonstrating their sympathetic feeling towards their 
suffering coreligionists in other lands. ‘Cast thy bread upon the waters,” he 
concluded: we will do our best to relieve all who are in need and I feel quite 
sure my appeal will not bein vain. (Applause.) 

M. NaHuM SOKOLOW (who was received with much cheering) said that 
he and Mr. Landau came to them that day to assist in organising among those 
people who were striving forthefund. It was quite impossible to depict accurately 
the sufferings of the Russian Jews; todo this would require a second Jeremiah. 
Jews were taking a little share with other nations in the progress of the war. It 
was the first time Jews were in such force that had it been their own land 
they were fighting for, it would have afforded ample protection, as 
the army consisted of picked men, their very best. It showed 
most emphatically that accusations levied against them of trying to evade military 
service were utterly false. Thousands of Jews in Russia were serving quite 
voluntarily, as many of the students who by law were exempt preferred to enlist, 
hoping that when peace was signed they might obtain equal rights with other

has been voluntarily performed by the Rev. A. H. Eisenberg, an old teacher of 
experience and great learning, who does not see in these services a great calamity, 
as Mr. Weinstein does, but who understands that they are encouraging our boys 
in such a way that future “ Mr. Weinsteins” will not have cause to write that the 
Synagogue is encouraging bad traits of character. Then again, I would in all 
humility ask Mr. Weinstein what experience he has had of Talmud Torahs and 
their constitutions that he is able to state that boys leaving Talmud Torahs 
compare unfavourably with boys who attend religion classes? Ido not wish to 
cast any aspersion on these classes. I admit that a little, or I should say a very 
little, is better than nothing at all. But because we are endeavouring to do 
more than a little, arewe to be condemned? _ I know full well I shall be assailed 
with the old cries against Talmud Torahs, i.e., bad ventilation, bad premises, 
etc., but my experience of the Talmud Torah in question is that in all these 
points it caffhot be bettered anywhere, thanks to the generosity of Mr. and Mrs. 
israel Davis, Would that there were others such as they to assist other like 
institutions! It seems tome that Mr. Weinstein is afraid that we are teaching too 
much and neglecting character. Is he not aware that all teaching is the basis of 
character? Does he not bear that in mind when he is himself teaching? Does 
not the knowledge of the Pentateuch help a boy to know right from wrong? Are 
not the Ten Commandments in the Pentateuch? Has it not been the boast of 
Jewry that the Pentateuch has shown the way to the world? And if our children 
are eager to learn more of this vast store of knowledge, should we teachers 
attempt to stop them? Do not Mr. Weinstein and our preachers take many of 
their ideas from the Pentateuch? And if we can teach the boys such ideas from 
the original, is this not better ? 

Again I would like to ask Mr. Weinstein from what sources have we in the 
past drawn all our officials—Rav, Dayan, Chazan, Shochet, etc. We have had 
to go elsewhere for them, we have not found them in England. All these officials 
have come from abroad, where they attended Talmud Torahs and Yeshibahs and 
where mo doubt many of them, in their youth, did as we are encouraging our 
boys todo. Does Mr, Weinstein bold that we can dispense with them, and that 
all of them have had their characters spoilt because they have learnt a great deal 
of Hebrew. “I pause for a reply.” | 

Finally, tell Mr. Weinstein that although he fears for our boys, he may 
remain calm and easy in mind. We are going to attempt to make our boys 
thorough Jews, not only Jews at heart—not Yom Kippur Jews, but Jews ip 
practice also. We cannot assure him that all the boys will answer our expecta- 
tions, but we hope that the majority of them will, and in conclusion I quote the

| moving many in the audience to tears. 
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Russian subjects. The time, however, was prematuce to speak of the political 
situation of Jewry—they must have patience till the conclusion of the strife, 
He concluded with a vivid description of the distress existing in Poland; and 
earnestly appealed for substantial aid. ‘Now is the time,” he said, “for our 
people to adopt the ancient method of a general fast on which to offer up fervent 
prayers to our Heavenly Father to succour His children in their fearful distress.” 
(Applause. ) 

Rabbi I. J. Yorrey said that on the first day of Selichoth the various Jewish 
cemeteries were crowded with men and women, old-aad young, who had 
journeyed there for ise purpose of offering up memorial prayers for their 
departed relatives. To-day it was of greater importance and more their duty to 
remember the living, the two million of their brethren in Russia, many of them 
shelterless and bereft of everything and almost at the gate of death. He found 
it necessary to criticise the rich people of Manchester who were acting indiffer- 
ently in such calamitous times as had never happened since the destruction of 
Jerusalem. He certainly could corroborate the words of Mr. Landau that the 
greater portion of the funds Dlilected had come from the poor and working 
classes, many of whom blessed those who called upon them to collect. Their 
richer brethren also blessed, but not their coming in—it was rather their going 
out. (Laughter.) At the request of the Manchester Committee he had been in 
communication with some Russian rabbis and had received a letter from the 
famous Rabbi of Wilna, Rabbi Grodzenskie—one of the greatest Jewish authorities 
in Russia—who wrote as follows :— 

Our sufferings are indescribable. Help must be given to millions because those who 

suffered from the war are innumerable. In Petrograd there exists a Central Committee. 
In Wilna a Committee was also established which distributes every day 5,000 roubles, 
and this amount cannot cope with the necessary requirements of the people. It is the 
duty of every Jew to give as much as possible to mitigate somewhat the terrible sufferings 
of those whom the war has affected. I hope shortly to send you an appeal from the 
Petrograd Committee. If the Government allows the Rabbis to publish an appeal! I will 
not fail to send it toyou, But surely such a proceeding nmiust take some time. 
Rabbi Yoffey concluded by an eloquent and touching appeal for funds, 
He proposed the following resolution: 
“That this meeting pledges itself to do its utmost to collect funds for relieving 
distresed Jews who were victims of the war in Poland and Palestine.” 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI, J.P., in seconding the motion, said he hardly felt proud 
of his fellow-Jews in Manchester that day, and it would be his work to let them 
know their duty. He stood there the son of a Polish Jew, and it was only an 
accident that he was not one of those who were now being persecuted. Some of 
the working classes who last year were earning only 30s. a week were at present 
earning about 45 a week, so they could very well afford to give to those who 
were so much in need. Most of them had given hostages to the war, and many 
of their sons were at the front. His boy was one of those serving at the 
Dardanelles, but much as these might be suffering, their sufferings could in no 
way be compared to the trials of their brethren abroad. 

The motion was put and carried unanimously. 

Mrs. NATHAN Lask!I moved and Mr. Ernraim Harris, M.A., seconded a 
vote of thanks to the speakers, which was duly acknowledged. 

On the motion of the Rev. H. LEVIN, seconded by Mr. H. LANDAvw, thanks 
were also accorded the Chair. A collection was made and in addition several 
substantial contributions were obtained during the evening. 


The monthly meeting was held on Wednesday week. Mr. H. L. Behrens 


presided. The reports for July showed that 76 residents, 38 fixed cases, 2 casuals, 
and 26 sick cases were relieved. Thesum of 4154 was given in 
BOARD OF money, and 450 was expended for relief in kind. The mecical 


report stated that 130 visits had been paid; 45 patients were 
attended of whom 26 were cured, 12 were relieved, and 2 were 
sent tq,hospital. There was very little sickness and no epidemic.

A conjoint meeting of the Governors representing the weekly subscribers, the 
honorary collectors and the representatives of the Friendly Societies was held last 
week, in the Board Room.

Mrs, 
Dreyfus was thanked for her address. The Hon. Secretary, Mr. J. Bertelsiein, 
announced that in addition to the Benevolent Fund which had been raised by the 
Hon. Collectors’ Union to assist the families and patients whilst in the Hospital, 
a Tontine Society had been formed among the Hon, Collectors and was making 
good progress.

BRIGHTON, 


The Rev. B. Liebermann, B.A., the, newly-elected Minister of the 
congregation, was inducted into office on Sabbath morning last in the presence of 
a crowded congregation. After the reading of the Law, whilst the Kev. A. 
Levinson chanted N23" 4193, the two Wardens of the Synagogue, Mr. Maurice 
Jacobs, M:A., and Mr. Henry Hymans, conducted the new Minister to his official 
seat. The sermon was listened to with rapt attention and interest, the congrega- 
tion being deeply impressed by Mr. Liebermann's broad outlook on the minister's 
functions and the lofty ideals.of Judaism. Taking as his text the patriarch's 
answer to the divine call, 337, the preacher dealt with the subject of * Humility 
and Responsibility.” He quoted the Midrash, WARK j and showed 
how ‘27 presented the idea of an acceptance of responsibility adequately tempered 
with a measure of modesty and lowliness. Continuing, Mr. Liebermann said 
that the task to which he was called wasa heavy and responsible one, and he 
would have need of all the strength that God had graciously given him if he 
were to prove a worthy successor to the possession of that pulpit. There were two 
special tasks which would ever be the cherished objects of his heart. The first 
was the training of the young in the sublime principles of their faith and ina 
knowledge of their national tongue. It should never be forgotten that the 
Hebrew réligion could not be fully taught or understood without the ad 
of the Hebrew language. The second was to preach the identity of Jewish 
interests the world over, to urge them to regard Jewish problems, not through 
the parochial and limited vision of this or that community, or even of Ang’o- 
Jewry, but from the national standpoint of world-wide Judaism. He selet 4 
those two duties for special reference because their results would transcend tne 
narrow limits of the local community and would have their influence on the 
preservation of the Jewish faith and the continuation of the Hebrew race. He 
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came before them as a young—if not an untried—man, following one who, a true 
minister of God, was beloved and venerated by all who knew him. “ It is an 
honour and a privilege to succeed to his pulpit,” said Mr. Liebermann, “and if 
overwhelmed by a sense of my limitations, I am at least sustained and fortified by 
the example he has set and the traditions he has left. For what finer ideal can |] 
set before me than that of his life-long devotion to the cause of Judaism, to the 
welfare of the Synagogue which he loved, and to the community which he 
cherished and revered? With the terms of Abraham's reply ringing in my ears 
and the ideal of ‘237 ever before me, I shall go forward in the performance of my 
duty, always praying to the God of our Fathers and trusting in His help. 

Mr. Liebermann, who is twenty-six years of age and a native of Leeds, bas 
had a distinguished University career both in London and at Oxford. _ At the 
London University (October, 1908) he passed the B.A. examination, with first- 
class honours in Hebrew and Aramaic, including Syriac. In October, 1910, 
he went from Jews’ College to Oxford, as Alfred Louis Cohen scholar, 
and entered Worcester College. While at Oxford he gained the following 
University distinctions: Houghton Syriac Version Prizeman, Pusey and Ellerton 
Hebrew Scholar, First James Mew Arabic Scholar, Junior Kennicot Scholar, 
Junior Hall-Houghton Septuagint Prizeman, First James Mew Rabbinical 
Hebrew Scholar, Senior Hall-Houghton Septuagint Prizeman. On leaving 
Oxford he received a call to the Higher Broughton Congregation, Manchester.

MARGATE. 


The small Jewish congregation have now a synagogue of their own situate in 
Edgar Road, Cliftonville. Thanks to the kindness of Mr. S. Bonny the Jewish 
residents have for some years past worshipped at his residence, 
CONSECRATION and the new synagogue is the direct outcome of these services. 
OF SYNAGOGUE. The private premises acquired in Edgar Koad have been con- 
verted into a pretty little synagogue, the Ark, reading desk, 
and seats being of fumed oak and the walls and ceiling being painted in white. 

The consecration ceremony was performed on Wednesday week by the Kev. 
S. Levy, M.A., assisted by the Rev. S. Fogelnest, the local Reader, who intoned the 
service, and was attended, in state, by the Mayor and Mayoress, and’ other 
members of the Corporation. The Jewish visitors included, a number of soldiers, 
the Revs. G. S. Belasco and H. Shandel, of Ramsgate, and Mr. Herbert Bentwich. 

Mr. J]. ROSENTHALL, the new President of the Congregation (who has held 
office at the Brondesbury Synagogue as a member of the Board of Management), 
formally opened the synagogue. The customary consecration service followed 
and during its course, 

The Rev. S. Levy, preached a sermon. - He said in part :—What are the 
principles for which the synagogue stands’? What is the escential teaching which 
Judaism can offer the world at the present moment in this great .world-conflict ’ 
Israel pleads before the world what it has pleaded for centuries, the rights of 
small nations and religious minorities. The world owes a great debt to little 
peoples. Zion taught the world the law of righteousness. Athens taught the 
world the cult of beauty. Rome taught the world the supremacy of law. We 
Jews are a small community, but we maintain, as of old, that there is no rule 
which would make genius the monopoly of large nations, that there must be no 
repression of the conscience of minorities, and that in ffeedom of religion for all 
there is the highest possibility of the development of the greatest gifts of all 
individuals for the corporate benefit of the State, and the welfare of men. We 
stand for unity, not uniformity ; for men to be united in the cause of humanity, 
not drilled and disciplined into a military machine for the destruction of progress. 
Unless our greatest thinkers to-day profess what they do not believe, it is to 
Israel we can ultimately trace the inspiration of the present resistance to the 
pernicious doctrine that might is right. Right is might, we exclaim, and, in the 
language of our Bible, we assert it is righteousness which exalts a nation. The 
State exists for the individual. The individual must not be sacrificed to the State. 
If the Allies are honest in the motives which they say are guiding them, and if 
they are really defending the rights of small nations, as they assert, then, in token 
of their gratitude to Israel for having first taught this doctrine, is it too much to 
hope that the Western Allies, with their love of freedom and democracy, will use 
their influence with their Eastern Ally, so that in the Russian dominion also the 
rights of religious minorities will in future be respected, that the Jews may enter 
upon an era of religious liberty and equality before the law with all other denomi- 
nations. That will be one sign and a sure sign of the justice of theircause. The 
preacher concluded with a prayer. 

After the service, a reception was held, when a bouquet was presented to the 
Mayoress by little Miss Rosenthall, daughter of the President. 

The MAYOR said he took the opportunity, in thanking the congregation for its 
welcome, to express the wish that the new synagogue would prosper. He very 
heartily congratulated his friends upon being able to establish a synagogue in the 
town. He was sure it would be for the benefit of their visitors and of residents who 
were members of the faith that they could worship in their own house. At the 
same time, he thought it would be for the benefit of Margate. The opening of 
that new ‘synagogue seemed to him to sum up the position of the day, for the 
great conflict now bzing waged was one forfreedom. It was satisfactory to knew 
that the Jewish people in Margate were able to set up their own place of worship, 
and he was sure that all who attended would be grateful to the little band of local 
gentlemen who had taken in hand the provision of the synagogue. He felt he 
could congratulate them upon their undertaking, and he was sure they would in 
turn welcome any visitors who desired to attend worship in accordance with the 
tenets of their religion. He had pleasure in attending that day, for he felt that, 
as head of the town, it was his duty to identify himself with any movement for the 
good of the people. He had no doubt the erection of their little tabernacle was a 
step in the right direction. Whatever their religion was, they all hoped and 
thought they were on the same road. They all had the same end in view, but had 
different methods of attaining that end. They all believed there was one God, 
though they sought in different ways to approach Him. 

The PRESIDENT, in thanking the Mayor for his kind remarks, offered thanks 
at the same time to Mr. Bonny for the privileges he had accorded the community 
in the past. Mr. Rosenthall also moved a hearty vote of thanks to the clergy 
who had officiated during the afternoon. 

The Rev. G. S. BELAsco, who seconded the motion, drew a comparison 
between the lot of the Jewish minister and the Gentile‘pastor. The latter might 

have many material and social advantages, but the Jewish minister could go back 
four thousand years for inspiration. In congratulating the Rev. S. Fogelnest 
upon the manner in which he had rendered the ancient melodies, Mr. Belasco 
remarked that they had no desire to ape any other denomination. They simply 
wished to worship according to the ancient Hebrew rites. He also congratulated 
the Rev. S. Levy upon his able address. 

_The Rev. S. Levy suitably responded, and, in the course of his remarks, paid 
a tribute to the health-giving properties of the Margate air, which would, he said, 
be the means of bringing so many of his coreligionists to worship in the new 
synagogue. 

The proceedings terminated with a tea party in the garden.

Subject to 
some other bequests, he left the residue of his property to his brothers and 
sisters, Benn Jack Brunel Cohen, Elliot Charlie Cohen, Harold Leopold Cohen, 
Reginald David Cohen, Stanley Samuel Gilbert Cohen, Julia Edgar and Ruth 
Sington, in equal shares. He stated that if there were any irregularities in his 
will he claimed the indulgence granted to testators on active service.

MON ‘TH. 


By Dr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS. 

Premature it no longer is to announce the formation in England of a “Society 
of Hebraic Studies.” In this plan many prominent Jewish scholars and men of 
letters, and with them some non-Jewish friends of Hebrew literature, have been 
effectively interesting themselves during the past month. But it would be prema- 
ture to write more particularly as to the organisation and policy of the new body. 
These will be defined after an open conference. Suffice it to say that the main 
object will be to encourage Jewish learning, to subsidise research, to arrange 
meetings, and to issue scholarly publications. It will be obvious that these objects 
are not irreconcileable with the promotion also of “popular” works of the right 
kind. The chief purpose of the Society will frankly be to provide facilities for 
specialists to interchange ideas and give forth the results of their labours. On the 
other hand, Jewish theology and literature are so manifold in their range that the 
Society cannot fail to produce much that will appeal ¢o0 all educated Jews, even 


though they do not belong to the limited ranks of the experts. Zunzs 
“ Gottesdienstliche Vortraige,” and Graetz’s “ History ” were as “ popular ” as they 
were “scientific.” The same is true of some works by living authors. But for 


the present, this is all that can be said of the Society in advance of the public 
meeting which will be held early in the coming autumn. 

It may be urged that the present: moment is ill-suited to the new enterprise. 
The contrary is the truth. More than any other cause, the war has made the 
proposed society an absolute necessity. Every country must organise its learning 
nationally, just because war is liable to interrupt international co-operation. Such 
co-operation will, in God's good time, be restored; it will not be weakened, bat it 
will be strengthened, by local activities. Moreover, there is at present, in 
England, a band of scholars of sufficient quality and number.to make it desirable 
to provide at home an outlet for their researches—there must be here, in England, 
facilities for publication. Obviously, however, it would be at once futile and 
objectionable to attempt to raise a large fund at this juncture. No such dea isin 
the minds of the fathers of the new organisation. A large membership is what is 
needed—with a small The present announcement would 
not have been made were it not that already the nucleus of such a membership is

in existence. In fact, the plan has been received with acclamation by all those to 
whom it has Been possible to communicate it. The same approval will 
undoubtedly, be accorded by many whom it has been impossible to reach 
personally 

Qne other consideration, of first importance, may be profitably adduced. 


Mr. E. N. Adler in his presidential address recently issued from the Jewish 


Historical Society has shown how vast are the manuscript treasures of Jewish 


literature in English libraries, public and private. We possessthe materials and 
the workers. But the mention of the Jewish Historical Society suggests another 
thought 


Will the new organisation not cut across the older Society and clash 


with it ? he answer is: The result will be exactly the opposite. Several of the 


t active directors of the Historical have been among the first to give their 
adhesion to the new Society. Why? Because the new Society will, on the 
historical side, do what the older Society would like, not to do, but to see done, 
and help in the doing. For many years to come the Historical Society will have 
its hands full with research into Anglo-Jevwish records. It cannot spread itself 
out into general historical work lest, in trying to do too much, it will fail to do 
anything thoroughly. On the other hand the older Society is keenly desirous 
of promoting general Jewish Historical work. It will therefore welcome the new 
body, will support it morally and financially, by sometimes subsidising the 
historical work of the Society of Hebraic Studies, and so help the latter tocover the 
whole historical field. Nor is it necessary to point out the obvious directions in 
which the Union of Jewish Literary Societies will find it possible to co-operate 
with the new organisation, assisting and profiting from its activities. So, too, 
with the movement for a 7ebrew Journal, which Dr. Samuel Daiches is leading. 
This movement also will find friends from the new Society, and on its side will 
supply supporters to it. 

Turning from hope to fulfilment, attention may first be drawn to Dr. A. 
Wolf's courageous volume on “The Philosophy of Nietzsche” (London, 
Constable). Ina little over 100 pages Dr. Wolf presents a strikingly original and 
lucid account of Nietzsche ; his book, indeed, is a splendid example of a scholarly 
work which is also popular. Dr. Wolf dispels several common misconceptions 
of Nietzsche; he is not one of those who sees in the prophet of the superman 
nothing but a supermaniac. Indeed, Dr. Wolf shows how the philosopher, though 
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unfortunately using language capable of being distorted into the support of 
militarism, was hostile to the Prussian system. Besides its main thesis, the book 
abounds in clever obiter dicta, and it may be commended to a wide circle o/ 
readers. The sams remark applies to Mr. Coleman Philipson’s “ Internation,| 
Law and the Great War,” and to Mr. E. Lipson’s solid “Introduction to ¢! 
Economic History of England” (A. and C. Black). This book, as was anticipate: 
proves to be a notable contribution to its subject, and it has already been receiv: 
by the critics with unstinted eulogy. Space will only permit me to menti: 
Protessor Hoonacker's Schweich Lectures on the Judeo-Aramaan Communi: 
Elephantiné (Egypt) in the sixth and fifth centuries before the current era; Mr: 
H. F. Stewart's series of Hulsean Lectures on “ The Holiness of Pascal” (wh 
has several points of significance to Jewish readers). Pascal's assault 
Casuistry was too successful. He brushed aside all the unworthy distinctio: 
drawn by the Jesuit moralists, and at the same time made it most difficult for moralist 
in general to draw the necessary distinctions in applying general rules ofethics. Mr 
Stewart deals with the problem in an open-minded fashion, his manner is a mode! o/ 
fairness and discretion. So, too, with Mr. A. H. Finn's important essay, in th: 
Journal of Theological Studies, on the “Tabernacle Chapters” in the Greek ren 
deringof Exodus. Heshowsthat the Greek translators had the same text before them 
as we have, and that the same set of translators were at work on chapters xxv.— xxx 
(containing the instructions as to the erection of the Tabernacle) and on 
chapters xxxv—xl, (recording the carrying out of these instructions). Specialists 
will realise the value of this demonstration and will recognise how sariousie it 
affects some claims of the Higher Critics. But Mr. Finn establishes his thesis 
without one single word of insult to the last-named scholars, thus setting an 
example of moderation which might be followed with advantage by a certain 
energetic Jewish assailant of the Higher Criticism. 

Methods of controversy are not always suave even in these times. For 
instance, the recent attack on Astruc’s personal friends surely has no bearing on 
the truth or falsity of Astruc’s views. People have often been associated with 
queer companions; thus Petrarch wasclosely intimate ‘with Azzo da Correggio and 
other men steeped in crime, to whom assassination was an ordinary politica 
device, and lust their everyday occupation. Dr. Israel Davidson's valuable 
edition of *‘ Saadia's Polemic against Hiwi al-Balkhi” reminds us that the past has 
its examples also of unrestrained personalities incontroversy. A “fool that hates 
knowledge,” “ insolent,” “ stubborn "—these are some of Saadia's genial epithets 
But the Polemic has intrinsic value; it is nota merely historical curiosity. The 
Gaon deals with some of the. leading problems connected with Providence, the 
existence of evil, the favoritism shewn in the Choice of Israel, the divine fore 
knowledge, and so forth. Though the new discovery does not add much to what 
we already knew of Saacdia’s thought, it gives us some of his ideas in a terse, ep 
grammatic form. Dr. Davidson may be complimented on his discovery and on 
its rapid publication. The Polemic does not lose by being in the guise of question 


and answer. The Dialogue form is always an attractive method, and here a word 
must be said of *‘ Boon,” a book which may, or may not, be by Mr. H. G. Wells. 
Is Boon” a genuine symptom? If so we may be thankful forit. Mr. We! 


(or another) presents, in more or less dialogue form, the chauvinistic idea o! 
“The Mind of the Race.” But while expounding it, he assails it. There is 
delicious satire on the Chesterton Belloc group discussing immortality a: 
gravely questioning whether it applies to Orientals and Semites!. Above a 
“ Boon ” provides one of the most slashing and effective criticisms of Chamberlain 
* Foundations of the Nineteenth Century.” The book is worth reading for t!. 
section alone, for this modern version of Mallock’s “New Republic” contain 
with some pretentious nonsense, much good sense, 


Not that the present writer would arrogate to himself the function 
winnowing each Month's nonsense from its sense. Still, one must occasiona) 
make one’s protest. A reviewer of Mr. Habberton Lulham's impressive poer 
entitled “‘ The Other Side of Silence,” has attributed to the author a Hellen 
spirit. Yet the poet's ambition and purpose are expressed by him in the 
lines :— 

Life, of thy gifts be this my choice: 

That, humbly drawing near, 
Waiting to catch the still small voice, 
I win the heart to hear. 

Every phrase is Hebraic! Of all the nonsense of the month, nay of thecentu:

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As one who was privileged to be present at the meeting of “all the talents” 
not so very long ago, and whose experiences at Toynbee were in many senses 
gratifying, it has to be confessed that there was something amazing in the know 
ledge that here, in our very midst, we have springing up a new generation of 
young men and women who have clected to run right off the beaten track. Here 
the sons of tailors blossom forth as scientists and artists, the daughters of grocers 
as doctors of science. Here Jewish teachers who strive for higher things, and

things have been happening, all these bright intellects have been ripening, almost 
at our doors. And yet there were none to offer them a word of cheer or of 
encouragement until the new organisation came into being to point the way to 
mutual help and sure advancement. There were men and women with whom I 
came in contact, and whom I had once regarded as quite elderly. Yet, here they 


were in the full flush of youth and enthusiasm, the men and women who are out 
to “do things.” 


Someone has been good enough to send me a copy of a recently issued 
booklet of “ Jewish Fairy Tales.” The illustration on the cover seemed to show 
promise of far more attractive literary matter than that which has disfigured such 
penny booklets in the past. But this, it seems, is just as bad as its predecessors, 
and is calculated to poison the minds of Young England at atime when patriotism, 
rather than race-prejudice, should form the basis of their pabulum. Here, in 
one typical tale, is an aged Jew surrounded by guttering candles, by the light of 
which he is counting the contents of bulky bags labelled “gold.” My little son, 
who purchased the booklet on the recommendation of the picture on the cover, 
was no less amazed than myself to discover that ninety per cent. of the so-called 
Jewish tales have no Jewish interest whatsoever. This being so, why drag in the 
usurer and the “ moneybags ” of transpontine drama’? The writer would be glad 
to hear from other correspondents who happen across literature of this character. 
Remonstratice, in one case, has brought an admission from the publisher that he 
has at length discovered the error of his ways. This at least is satisfactory.

It would be impossible to conceive more striking contrasts in style and artistic 
‘ue than have been provided by the programmes of the past week at the Queen's 
‘all Promenade Concerts, such as on Tuesday week, “ The Death of Tintagiles,” 
|. Charles M. Loeffler; the Fantasia on Walloon Carols, by Joseph Jongen, on 
\\ ednesday week ; the Miniature Fantastiques of an unknown Russian composer, 
\. Bagrinovsky, on Thursday week ; and the somewhat tempestuous Introduction 
to Mascagni’s Japanese Opera “Iris,” entitled “The Sun.” This last work, heard 
on Saturday night, is intended presumably to depict the coming of day, but the dis- 
crepancy between the poetic titles of the sections and the actual music is striking, 
and it is doubtful whether the impressions of “ Night,” “The Flowers,” “Aurora,”
